Chief shifts 
prosecutor in 
^reorganization ’ 

Police Chief John P. McHugh has made 
the first departmental change in what he is 
calling a “reorganization” of police structure 
by putting Lt. William Haggerty on unifor¬ 
med night duty. 

According to McHugh, Haggerty will be in 
charge of night activities on the force. Lt. 
Andrew Crawford will handle prrosecution 
for the department, Haggerty’s previous job. 

Further structuring of the police depart¬ 
ment is expected next week, McHugh told the 
Star. He will also be announcing the ap¬ 
pointment of a lieutenant to fill the vacancy 
made by his promotion to chief. Sergeants 
Donald Piggott and John Frongillo both 
passed the promotional exam for that 
position. 

McHugh said, “I would like to see some 
order and structure within the department, 
with lieutenants in charge of patrol, 
prosecution, and other areas, where before 
there was very little organization.”

School department budget 
proposed at $8.1m, down 


$307,512 from last year 


The proposed $8.1 million school 
department budget for personal 
services and other expenses in fiscal 
year 1978 is down $307,512 from last 
year’s figures. 

Most of the decrease is attributed 
to staff changes as a result of 
declining enrollments and school 
maintenance monies shifted into the 


mary is as follows: 

The director of pupil services and 
one elementary school principal are 
being (iropped due to the closing of 
an elementary school (Wyman) and 
the administrative changes in the 
assistant superintendents' offices. 

In addition. the declining

A report of the Mass. Board of Conciliation 
& Arbitration’s factfinder was issued last 
week and has been accepted by the Win¬ 
chester School Committee but turned down by 
the teachers through the Winchester 
Education Association.

WEA reports on 
negotiations 

The Winchester School Committee and the 
Winchester Education Association are to 
meet tonight (Thursday, Feb. 3) for the first 
time after receipt of the factfinder’s report. 
The factfinder’s recommendations did not 
completely resolve all the issues that were 
being negotiated; however, both sides are 
hopeful that tonight’s meeting will result in a 
settlement. 

The two sides have been meeting and 
attempting to negotiate a teachers’ contract 
since November, 1975. During the past 
summer, a state mediator, Angelo Colella, 
declared impasse and recommended fact¬ 
finding. The 1974-76 contract expired Aug. 31, 
1976, and was not extended. Winchester 
teachers have been working without a con¬ 
tract since September. 

Lawrence Holden was approved and hired 
as the factfinder by both sides, and he con¬ 
ducted seven sessions during the fall of 1976. 
He attempted to mediate, without success. 
The last factfinding session was held Nov. 17- 
18, 1976. Only the WEA filed a brief with 
Factfinder Holden. 

The factfipder’s report, with recom¬ 
mendations for settlement of all outstanding 
issues, was received on Jan. 13, 1977. The

continue until an agreement can be reached 
before the teachers will sign their contract. 

School Committee Chairman Mary 
Pronski wrote a letter to the WEA expressing 
her regret at non-acceptance and invited the 
WEA to another meeting tonight. The WEA 
has accepted the invitation, and it will be only 
another in a long series of such sessions. But 
there is much hope and expectation that this 
will be the last meeting. 

Factfinder Lawrence T. Holden, Jr., has 
been conducting sessions here since Sep¬ 
tember 28. He held three in October, three in 
November, and received a brief from the 
WEA in December. 

“Despite strenuous efforts to resolve this 
probelm during the sessions, the parties 
remain deadlocked over a substantial 
number of issues,” he said. 

At issue are provisions of a new contract 
for the teachers. Since their 1975-76 contract 
ran out, they have been working without one, 
but on a work-to-rule basis. That means that 
they have been going strictly by the book in 
regard to the number of hours they put in 
every day, which leaves no extra-curricular 


lime for them or their students.

“Almanac 11” was a nostalgic glimpse ito 
the past when, in 1947 the Winton Club 
presented a series of scenes designed to 
iiii characterize each month.

iiii many times before, sang in her dusky voice 
iii: which fit in perfectly with the aura of the 
ji;: soiree. 

i;i: February’s King and Queen of Hearts was 

iii: one of the high spots of the evening. The set 
iii: was marvelously simple with its backdrop of 
iii: playing cards enlarged many times life size. 
I Cathleen Gill and Hugh Fraser were 
•i;: costumed as the royal pair from a deck of 
iii: cards. Just stunning. 

•i;: A quick change of tempo from the lovely 

iii: balled “People will say we’re in love” to the 
ii;: one dozen American roses, in the person of 
iii: one dozen of Winchester’s beauties, was the 
iii perfect touch. 

:iii March’s theme of letting yourself go to a 
iiii warm Caribbean island was especially well- 
iiii timed in the midst of a cold spell and icy 
li^i sidewalks. Even Jane Olivadoti’s blond hair 
iiii tucked under a brightly printed scarf 
iiii managed to look evocative of the Latin 
iiii American travel theme. 
ii;i Special mention must be made of the 
iiii beachcombers in thin scene. The four, all 


Winchester residents, were delightfully in¬ 
nocent in the way they counted out the rhythm 
of their dance and were not always in step. 

April showers presented another good set. 
A backdrop of shimmering rain gave Marti 
Hovey and Charlie Doherty the right at¬ 
mosphere for their movements. Nancylee 
Abizaid Robbins. Winchester dance in¬ 
structor, led the raindrops in a quick-tempoed 
tap routine. 

The guys standing on the corner in May 
watching all the girls go by, was very well 
done. Jan Cooper, who joined family mem¬ 
bers Kim and Chuck in this number, was 
especially good as the 19.50’s teenager. 

Also bopping along in lindy style were 
Dianne Giles, Rich Keene, and Bob Lun- 
dergan. Ken Astill made a flashing ap¬ 
pearance as the maytime marauder. 

The June scene managed to iclude those 
two springtime events, graduation and 
weddings.

.Stevens did a fine job in the medley of June 
tunes. 

Kermit Norris from East Boston officiated 
as the minister. He is indeed a minister but 
presumably does not sing for his congregation 
with as much gusto as he did for Winton Club 
patrons.

The first act ended as first acts in Winton 
Club productions have always ended — with 
the traditional drill.

In all, six petitions are on the agenda. 

The Winchester Hospital is looking for a 
site plan review special permit to allow 
construction of an on-site parking facility 
designed to accommodate 108 vehicles. It is 
also requesting a special permit to allow for 
reduction in the dimensional and density 
restrictions applicable. The property is 
located within the SCI (Conservancy- 
Institutional) zoning district and consists of 
265,148 square feet. 

The second item on the agenda is an ap¬ 
peal by Delta Engineering Corporation of the 
decision of the zoning administrator that the 
property designated as 25 East st.. as it is 
presently bounded, cannot be sold separately 
from the existing contiguous parcel currently 
held in common ownership 

The property is located within the IL 
(Limited Light Industrial) zoning district, 
consists of 4.3,909 square feet, has no frontage 
on either a public or accepted private way, 
and is sited both in Winchester and Woburn.

The property tax burden 

11 l{X)k an outsider to tell us what we knew all along, but the recom¬ 
mendations and the reasons for them by the state factfinder in the 
teacher contract dispute, serve to focus all the more pointedly the things 
that are bugging this town taxwise. 

You are well aware, of course, that your town’s tax base lies almost 
solely upon your shoulders; that is your home and the thousands more 
like it that are providing the bulk of the revenue by which this town 
survives. 

Factfinder Lawrence T. Holden, Jr., of the Mass. Board of Con¬ 
ciliation & Arbitration in the dispute between the Winchester Education 
Association (teachers), and the Winchester School Committee, in 
recommending a salary increase for teachers of from 4.5 to 5 percent 
instead of the 6 to 7 percent sought by the teachers, and the lesser amount 
of 3.2 and 3.4 percent offered by the board, has reiterated the big problem 
in this town: Tlie heavy load thrust upon the shoulders of the property 
owner as his almost exclusive burden. 

Holden, in stating his reason made some sali’ent points: 

• ‘The evidence showed that the Winchester schools have been taking in 
recent years a slightly larger share of the Winchester tax dollar than 
previously and that Winchester spends slightly more of its tax dollar on 
schools than is the case in comparable communities. Also, the record 
indicated that the assessed valuation (the tax base) in Winchester in 
recent years has remained fairly constant while at the same time the 
town's tax rate has been steadily climbing. 

“This phenomenon means that more money is being taken out of the 
pockets of existing taxpayers since there is no expanding tax base. 
Eighty nine percent of assessed valuation in Winchester is residential 
property. This fact makes clear that homeowners bear the brunt of in¬ 
creased taxes, and the record showed that Winchester as of July 1976 was 
a shade higher than the statewide average and the national average. 

“With regard to comparable communities Winchester had a higher- 
than-average net debt per capita in 1975 and a significantly higher-than- 
average full value tax rate for fiscal 1976. All of this does not necessarily 
suggest that Winchester lacks ability to pay for any increase of any kind 
but does suggest that Winchester has a very legitimate basis for 
tightening its belt." 

He goes on to say that he recommends a 4.5 percent increase for the 
teachers of Winchester “to keep pace with the teacher salary settlements 
that have been negotiated in comparable communities." 

While you may or may not agree with his recommendations, that is 
beside the point for purposes of this essay. That matter is to be decided by 
the school committee, which will meet again tonight in another attempt to 
iron out its contract terms with the WEA. 

But we do believe that every taxpayer should look closely at Holden’s 
statement. The town should do something to broaden its tax base by 
sources of income other than residential, such as light industry and 
business. 

It can do so at minimal risk to its desire to remain a residential town, 
for by now it is obvious that while some citizens are able to continue to 
bear this seemingly never-ending property tax burden, most people 
cannot share that luxury. Something’s got to be done. 

Tightening the belt will help, but it alone is not the answer. Time is 
running out. — J.R.S.

While we were contemplating the above editorial, a release came to 
our desk informing us that “state assistance to local governments will 
rise by $46 million next year under the budget proposed recently by 
Governor Michael Dukakis." 

The governor said that “despite the severe fiscal constraints that 
continue to confront the Commonwealth, it is vital that we do what we can 
to ease the crushing local property tax burden." He was referring to his 
recommendation to the legislature for more local aid. 

He .said the $46 million would include $8 million that the local property 
taxes now pay for county court operations. The state is taking over these 
courts and increasing its appropriation for the purpose from 20 to 30 per¬ 
cent. This represents the $8 million assessed by the county against local 
property taxes. 

The governor’s release also says that "if additional funds are 
available in the future, the governor plans to increase the state share 
each year until the entire cost of the court system is borne by the state. ’ ’ 

Dukakis also recommends that an additional $12 million in numbers 
game proceeds be turned over to the cities and towns as part of the lottery 
distribution. His recommendations go on and on, and they sound fine. 

But when you think about it, really think about the good news in these 
recommendations, you have to remember too, that ultimately that which 
they say they are giving you comes out of your pocket anyway. Think 
about it. J.R.S.

I am writing to alert all of the readers of 
Winchester to an imminent architectural- 
cultural catastrophe in the town of Stoneham. 
Unless action is taken immediately 
Stoneham’s Colonel Gould Fire House (ca. 
1870) will be razed to make room for a 
municipal garage. A January 19 town 
meeting in Stoneham approved construction 
of the new garage. The town, however, is 
offering the Fire Station to any public private 
citizen or group who can provide a site within 
thirty days. The structure is free, as are any 
moving costs within the town of Stoneham. 

The Colonel Gould Fire House holds both 
historical and architectural significance. 
Named for Stoneham’s Civil War hero. 
Colonel Gould, the station originally housed 
Stoneham’s newly purchased Colonel Gould 
steam fire engine. Until recently it served as 
a public works storage garage. 

The Fire House is also an excellent 
example of Second Empire style ar¬ 
chitecture. Its original mansard roof and 
tower, white shingles, and graceful lines are 
forceful testimonies of 1870’s style and 
culture. A single storied public building in the 
Second Empire styles is also a rarity in ar¬ 
chitectural finds. 

Now is the time to act. Without public 
support another piece of American culture 
will be trampled and discarded. It doesn’t 
have to happen. Stop and think: do you know 
any group of businessmen, lawyers, artists, 
residents, etc., who could use this building?

Selectmen agreed Monday to go along with 
Town Manager Thomas J. Groux and 
Recreation Director Donald L. Spinney in 
their request for a seven-member recreation 
advisory committee. 

The broad-based group would catalogue 
facilities and programs now available to the 
town, see what planning needs to be done for 
future programs, and act as a sounding board 
for potential activities. 

There will be no funding involved, Groux 
said, and the committee would be appointed 
by him for a one-year trial. 

Groux said, “Recreation is one depart¬ 
ment where priorities can shift and there may 
be several ways of doing things. Needs 
change and communities change.” 

Arthur Dunbar, while agreeing with the 
board that an advisory committee could be of 
service to the town, worried about the special 
interest groups which could lobby for specific 
programs. 

He was assured by Groux that with an 
advisory committee appointed for only a 
year, at this time, such problems would be 
kept in check.

That is mighty fine-sounding news coming 
out of the governor’s office this week, the 
news about how much he is asking the 
legislature to give to the cities and towns in 
his new budget. (See editorial on this page). 

Picked up a mid-release, the governor’s 
recommendations include the following: 

—$10 million more in aid paid directly to 
cities, towns, regions and districts and the 
MBTA for property tax reduction. 

—$4.2 million increase for the local 
teachers’ retirement fund, borne entirely by 
the state. 

—$7.8 million in increased assistance for 
local housing programs. 

—$3.8 million hike for highway and 
transportation aid. 

Furthermore, according to Dukakis’s own 
release,...“the governor is recommending a 
continuation of the $20 million for tran¬ 


sportation aid to cities and towns outside the 
MBTA district.” 

How is he doing this? He said he has been 
able to “hold the line on controllable spending 
by state agencies,” which will “have to 
generate corresponding savings by Imposing 
tight management controls and continuing 
the policy of controlled employee attrition 
that has already reduced the work force by 
2300 persons in the past two years.” 

“Where,” asked Peter of Paul, "are we 
going to get the money?”

The MBTA is reducing the basic local 
suburban bus fares to 25 cents so that 
premium service fares (express routes) can 
be raised.

The fare 
cut also brings the basic local suburban bus 
fars in line with the 25 cent local bus fares 
within the old MTA district.

Junior Leaguers new luster

The Junior League of Boston is giving new- 
luster to the image of the community 
volunteer. Although the white-gloved “ladies 
who lunch” image mistakenly persists, the 
true picture is far different. 

Leaguers apply their specific talents and 
learn new skills in a wide variety of projects 
throughout greater Boston. 

Art education programs, childrens’ 
theatre, child abuse studies, local ar¬ 
chitectural history, legislative lobbying and 
work with learning-disabled children are a 
few of the current projects. 

Mrs. Lawrence Delafield, Mt. Pleasant 
street, explained that the League’s goal is to 
establish programs that can be turned over to 
community groups by using the skills of 
League volunteers. 

An example is the successful Charlestown 
Community Center which was initially 
organized, funded and administered by the 
League, she said. League members serve on 
the board and teach in adult programs but the 
control is shifted to the local community. 

Funds are raised to support the various 
projects and Mrs. Mark F. Gallagher, 3rd, 
Everett avenue contributed her efforts to the 
League’s bicentennial fund-raising project— 
a cookbook titled “Presenting Boston.” 

The handsomely printed spiral-bound book 
contains about 230 recipes and a selection of 
antique prints and drawings from Boston’s 
earlier days. Copies are available from Mrs. 
Delafield. 

The recipes were culled by a tasting panel 
from favorites contributed by League 
members. Panelists, including Mrs. Delafield 
and Mrs. Gallagher, submitted comments. 
Recipes were then rewritten for clarity and a 
note made of preparation and cooking times. 

An effort was made to balance recipes 
from all categories from appetizers to 
desserts. Recipes for soups and vegetables, 
catagories often slighted or ignored in similar 
cookbooks, should tempt any collector and 
wake up tired appetites. 


Mrs. Gallagher contributed her own recipe 
for chocolate squares to the book. One of her 
favorites from the testing panels is an 
unusual artichoke appetizer. 

Thin Chocolate Squares 

'•J cup butter softened 

2'll squares unsweetened chocolate, melted 
2 eggs, beaten 
1 cup brown sugar 
'a cup flour 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
powdered sugar 

1 cup walnuts or pecans, chopped 

Cream butter and sugar. Add the beaten 
eggs, chocolate, flour nuts and vanilla. 
Spread the batter evenly on a buttered and 
floured baking sheet. Bake at 325 degrees for 
10 to 12 minutes. Sprinkle the top with 
powdered sugar while still warm and cut into 
squares. Serves 12. 

Artichoke Squares 

2 jars (6oz. size) marinated artichoke hearts 
1 small onion finely chopped 

1 clove garlic minced 
4 eggs 

' t cup dry bread crumbs 
' J teaspoon salt 

•h teaspoon each pepper, oregano. Tabasco 
'a pound Cheddar cheese, shredded 

2 tablespoons parsley minced. 

Drain the liquid from one jar of artichoke 
hearts into a frying pan. Discard liquid from 
second jar. Chop artichokes! Set aside. Saute 
the onion and garlic in the artichoke liquid 
until the onion is transparent. Beat eggs in a 
small bowl until frothy; add bread crumbs, 
salt, pepper, oregano and Tabasco. Stir in the 
cheese, parsley, chopped artichokes and 
onion mixture. Turn into a buttered 7 by 11- 
inch baking pan and bake for 30 minutes at 350 
degrees. Let cool in pan and cut into one-inch 
squares. Serve cold or reheat at 325 for 10 to 12 
minutes.

Markey names staff 


Congressman Edward J. 
Markey today announced the 
appointment of seven staff 
members to his Washington 
office, including his chief 
administrative aide, public 
policy advisor, three 
members of his legislative 
staff, and two members of his 
office staff. 

“The staff I have selected 
to assist me in my legislative 
work is qualified by breadth 
of governmental, political, 
and academic experience to 
advise me on matters coming 
before the Congress,” 
declared Markey. 

Markey pledged to con¬ 
centrate during his first term 
in Congress upon legislative 
efforts for the domestic 
economy in the U.S., and 
upon measures specifically 
designed to promote greater 
prosperity in the Northeast. 

Markey, who learned 
earlier this month he would 
serve on two influential 
House committees — com¬ 
merce and interior — 
• declared that his committee 
assignments “will enable me 
to work directly on such 
matters as energy and 
transportation policy, and on 
national health insurance.’’ 

Heading both the 
Washington and Boston of¬ 
fices for Markey will be 
Daniel O’Connell, a 27-year- 
old graduate of Harvard 
College and Harvard Law 
School. O’Connell, who will be 
based on the Boston office, 
will hold the title of ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to the 
congressman and will be 
overall chief of staff. He will 
divide his time between work 
in Boston and Washington. 

A Cambridge resident, 
O’Connell graduated with 
honors from Harvard College 
in 1970. He later served as a 
research and development 
coordinator for the Cam¬ 
bridge Model Cities 
Program. 

After graduating from 
Harvard Law School, 
O’Connell joined the Boston 
legal firm, Gaston, Snow, and 
Ely Bartlett. Before taking 
the top job with Markey, he 
served as legal counsel for 
the Massachusetts Secretary 
of Economic Affairs Howard 
Smith. 

Serving as Markey’s chief 
advisor on public policy in the 
national and regional 
economy and as his press 
secretary will be David 
Hoffman, a 34-year-old 
former journalist and college 
professor. Hoffman, who 
served as press spokesman 
during Markey’s election 
campaign, is a former 
reporter and staff writer with 
the Cincinnati Enquirer and 
the Dayton Daily News in 
Ohio. 

Currently a Charlestown 
resident, Hoffman formerly 
taught at the University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst, 
where he is completing work 
for his doctoral degree in 
higher education policy. 

Hoffman, a native of 
Nebraska, graduated with 
honors from the.University of 
Nebraska in Omaha in 1964, 
and later held a Woodrow 
Wilson Fellowship at 
Columbia University, where 
he was awarded an M.A. in 
history. He also studied 
politics and economics at 
Oxford University in 
England, and taught history 
for three years at Franconia 
College, in Franconia, New 
Hampshire. 

Previous political ex¬ 
perience for Hoffman in¬ 
cludes a stint on the 1976 
presidential campaign of 
former Oklahoma Senator 
Fred R. Harris, during which 
Hoffman served as the press 
coordinator for Iowa and 
western Massachusetts. 

Spearheading the 
Washington legislative staff 
will be a veteran Capitol Hill 
professional, Olga Grkavac, 
a 30-year-old expert in 
welfare reform, who also 
possesses an extensive 
background in military issues 
and foreign affairs, as well as 
on environmental questions. 
She w'ill oversee the 
legislative work of the office, 
including all legislative 
correspondence, and will 
directly assist Markey in his 
Commerce Committee work. 

Grkavac, who will hold the 
title of legislative staff 
director, previously served in 
that position for 
Congressman Robert J. 
Cornell (Dem. - Wise.). From 
1970 to 1975 she was 
legislative assistant to 
Congressman F^eter N. Kyros 
(Dem. - Maine), for w-hom 
she handled duties related to 
the New England 
Congressional Caucus. 

Born in Italy but a longtime 
resident of Wisconsin before 
coming to Washington, she 
graduated with honors from 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee in 1968. She 
received an M.A. in 1970 in 
international economics and 
fx)litics from the School of 
Advanced International 
Studies at the Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore. 


Markey also announced the 
appointment of Medford 
native David Gold as his 
legislative assistant, 
responsible for research and 
analysis related to Markey’s 
interior committee assign¬ 
ment. The principal interior 
subcommittee on which 
Markey will serve is the 
subcommittee on energy and 
the environment. This sub¬ 
committee has primary 
authority for legislation 
concerning strip-mining and 
nuclear plant safety, among 
other responsibilities. 

Gold, who is 29, previously 
served as deputy director of 
fund-raising on the 1976 
national campaign staff of 
presidential candidate 
Morris K. Udall, and sub¬ 
sequently hfld the post of 
finance director in Markey’s 
congressional campaign. 

Gold graduated from 
Medford High School, and in 
1969 received his B.A. summa 
cum laude from Tufts 
University in Medford, after 
which he pursued graduate 
study in political science at 
the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

From 1971 to 1976 Gold held 
a staff position with the Latin 
American Teaching 
Fellowships (LATF) 
Program at Tufts Univer¬ 
sity’s Fletcher School of Law 
and Diplomacy, where he 
served first as the chief of 
operations for the LATF 
program in Brazil, and 
finally as the LATF director 
of finance and management. 

Also working on Markey’s 
legislative staff will be 22- 
year-old Karen Ann Russell, 
who most recently served as 
a caseworker on the 
Washington staff of 
Congressman James J. 
Howard (Dem. - N.J.). 
Russell, said Markey, would 
serve as his legislative 
correspondent assigned to 
monitor all correspondence 
concerning legislative issues 
before the U.S. Congress. 

A Michigan native who 
graduated with honors in 1975 
from Michigan State 
University, Russell served 
during the year following her 
graduation as a teacher of 
English, working as a Peace 
Corps volunteer in the 
Central African Republic. 
She also worked, while still 
an undergraduate, as an 
intern with the Washington 
office of the Americans for 
Democratic Action. 

Two other appointments to 
his office staff were an¬ 
nounced by Markey. Named 
office manager is Rodney 
Hunter, 28, who previously 
worked as staff assistant to 
the late Seventh District 
Congressman TOrbert H. 
Macdonald. Hunter, with 
experience as executive 
secretary in several 
Washington firms, also 
worked as administrative 
assistant in the U.S. Army 
headquarters office in the 
Pentagon. 

Hunter, who received a 
“lop secret” security 
clearance during his military 
assignment, is a native of 
Indiana, and a graduate of 
secretarial courses at Ball 
State University and at 
Indiana Business College, 
both in Indiana. 

Markey stated that Hun¬ 
ter’s duties will include the 
supervision of all office ac¬ 
counts and supplies, as well 
as all mass mailings, and will 
work on the computerization 
of case work and legislative 
record-keeping. 

Rounding out the Markey 
Washington staff will be 
Kathleen Sullivan, currently 
of Medford, who will be 
reassigned from her duties at 
Markey’s Boston office. 
Sullivan will serve in 
Washington as his ap¬ 
pointments secretary, said 
Markey. 

Sullivan, who received a 
degree in business 
management from Bryant 
and Stratton Junior College in 
Boston, previously worked as 
an administrative assistant 
at the Boston-based business 
consulting firm, Harbridge 
House. In addition, she has 
served as personal secretary 
to former Massachusetts 
Secretary of Economic 
Affairs Mary B. Newman.

Please be assured that this rejection does 
not imply a total rejection of Mr. Holden's 
recommendation or even a rejection of all of 
those recommendations in which the fact 
finder does not recommend totally con¬ 
sistently with the Association's proposals. 
The reasons for rejection are twofold; 1. some 
t)f the recommendations are either in¬ 
complete or ambiguous and need to be 
discussed between the parties before the 
recommendation could be accepted, and 2. 
although many of the recommendations are 
not what the Association would have wished 
there are some few such recommendations 
with which the Association cannot agree. 

Please be assured that the Association 
shares the Committee’s expressed desire for 
an amicable conclusion to negotiating. To this 
end 1 have taken the liberty of contacting 
.Attorney Murphy to establish a meeting date; 
subject to the availability of the Committee’s 
representatives we have*set February 3. 1977 
as the date for that meeting. I would suggest 
that at the beginning of that meeting each 
party be prepared to inform the other as to 
the specifics of its objections to the recom¬ 
mendations so that at the outset we can know 
the entire scope and extent of the issues yet to 
be resolved between us.

Factfinder Holden recommends in his 
report salary increases over a two year 
|)eriod of from 4.5 percent to 5 percent. 

The teachers want 6 percent the first year 
and 7 percent the second year. The school 
board is offering 3.2 percent the first year and 
3.4 the second year. 

Holden wrote: “The evidence showed that 
the Winchester schools have been taking in 
recent years a slightly larger share of the 
Winchester tax dollar than previously and 
that Winchester spends slightly more of its 
(ax dollar on schools than is the case in 
comparable communities. 

"Also," he wrote, “the record indicated 
that the assessed valuation (the tax base) in 
Winchester in recent years has remained 
fairly constant while at the same time the 
town’s tax rate has been steadily climbing. 
This phenomenon means that more money Is 
l)eing taken out of the pockets of existing 
taxpayers since there is no expanding tax 
base. 89 percent of assessed valuation in 
Winchester is residential property. This fact 
makes clear that homeonwers bear the brunt 
of increased taxes. 

“The unemployment rate in Winchester as 
of July 1976 was a shade higher than 
statewide averages and the national average. 
With regard to comparable communities 
Winchester had a higher than average net 
debt per capita in 1975 and a significantly 
higher than average full value tax rate for 
fiscal 1976. All of this does not necessarily 
suggest that Winchester lacks ability to pay 
for any increase of any kind but does suggest 
Winchester has a very legitimate basis for 
tightening its belt,’’ Holden wrote. 

He said that “on the other side of the 
ledger are the facts that while the rate of 
inflation is moderating, it nonetheless did 
increase by 5 percent from August 1975 to

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August 1976. Also, the record makes clear 
that the Winchester teachers require about a 
4.5 percent Increase to keep pace with the 
teacher salary settlements that have been 
iwgatiated in comparable communities. In 
such communities the range of settlements 
lor the 1976-77 school year have fallen bet¬ 
ween 2.5 percent and 6.7 percent. 

“The evidence showed that a I percent 
Increase in the salary budget costs $47,819; 
that a $1 increase In the salary budget is equal 
to $200,000; and that the costs of the step 
raises for the 1976-77 school year is $112,474. 
Taking in account all of the foregoing datp, as 
well as the raises given other town em¬ 
ployees. the substantial rasies given Win- 
cheter teachers In immediately prior years, 
the value of the step i.icreases, and my 
recommendation on the 15 minules-10 
minutes, I recommend that the teachers be 
given a 4.5 percent increase for the 1976-77 
school year and a 5 percent increase for the 
1977-78 school year.” 

In view of these recommendations, he 
said, he felt there was no need for increasing 
extra-curricular stipends. But he did 
recommend that representatives from the 
committee and the assocation meet and 
overhaul the coaches salaries. He suggested a 
three-member committee to study the 
coaching salary structure. 

He made several other recommendations, 
including some for maternity leave, phys-ed 
staffing, negotiation rights; vacancies, 
transfers and promotions; the length of the 
school day for the teachers (15 minutes 
earlier in the morning, ten minutes later ,in 
the afternoon). Chapter 766 objectives; ratios 
for certain positions; reduction in force; 
evaluation procedures, and proposals for 
limitations of study hall class sizes, release 
time, sick leave and increments.

school committee and the association 
negotiators reviewed the factfinding report 
carefully. 

The school committee sent a letter to the 
association on Jan. 24, 1977, stating that 

“There are some recommendations made 
by the Factfinder which the Committee 
believes are undesirable. However, in the 
interest of resolving the impasse in which we 
find ourselves and bringing these negotiations 
to an amicable conclusion, the Committee is 
prepared to accept the Factfinder’s Report in 
its entirety. If the WEA is similarly willing to 


accept the Factfinder’® Krpart in its en¬ 
tirety” 

“If the Association decides not to accept 
the report, then there arc various sections of 
the report which the Committee will wish to 
reconsider” 

The WEA negotiating team consulted with 
the Representative Council (governing body 
of the WEA). By a unanimous vote, with one 
abstention, this body decided regretfully that 
the WEA must reject a few of the recom¬ 
mendations in the report of Factfinder 
Holden. The general membership of the WEA 
was so informed, and this decision was 
supported enthusiastically. The school 
committee was Informed of the WEA’s 
decision by letter on Jan. 27. 

In this letter, the WEA also said to the 
School Committee,“Please be assured that 
this rejection does not Imply a total rejection 
of Mr. Holden’s recommendation or even a 
rejection of all those recommendations 
(which are not totally consistent) with the 
Association’s proposals. 

“The (WEA’s) reasons for rejection are 
twofold: 1. some of the recommendations are 
either incomplete or ambiguous and need to 
be (clarified) between the parties... 2. 
although many of the recommendations are 
not what the Association would have wished 
there are some few such recommendations 
with which the Association cannot agree” 

In fact, the positions of the two sides are 
not that different. The school committee 
stated it would accept the factfinder’s report 
in Its entirety only if the WEA did likewise, 
which in effect left the decision to the WEA. 
Since the WEA has not accepted portions o( 
the factfinder’s report, it is understood by 
both parties that the school committee will 
tonight retract its own commitment to accept 
the report. And it is clear from their letter 
that the school committee would also like to 
re-negotiate some of the factfinder’s 
recommendations. 

It is anticipated, during tonight’s meeting 
between the school committee and the WEA 
negotiating team, that both sides will readily 
be able to agree on clarifications of some 
items in the factfinder's report. And both 
sides are hopeful that the very few issues that 
remain will also be settled and agreed upon 
tonight.

Mrs Aladjem is also talking to groups 
around the country, appearing at 
Congressional hearings, encouraging 
research into this disease which only a few 
years ago killed its victims rapidly. 

The Young Women’s Club of Winchester 
has invited Mrs. Aladjem to speak at “Lupus 
Awareness Night” Monday night. 

Mrs. Aladjem credits Boston Globe 
medical reporter Herb Black, a Winchester 
resident, with bringing the disease to the 
attention of the public. 

“If it weren’t for him.” she says, “perhaps 
there would not now be a Lupus Foundation. 
Now there are 60 chapters and we recently 
held our third national convention in Atlan¬ 
ta." 

The Lupus Erythematosus Foundation 
was incorporated in 1974 by a group of con¬ 
cerned citizens in Massachusetts to support 
research into the cause and treatment of SLE 
and. in addition, to prepare and distribute 
literature about the disease which would be 
helpful to physicians, their patients and 
families. 

Mrs. Aladjem refers to funds given in 
memory of Lisa Hamel. “Lisa was a Sim¬ 
mons College student who said, long before 
she knew she had lupus, that she wanted to 
devote her life to research in incurable 
diseases. She died of the disease while still a 
student” 

Mrs. Aladjem has many suggestions for 
exposing the public to the causes and effects 
of lupus, among them encouraging women 
physicians to specialize in research and 
treatment, alerting social .security officials to 
the disease (there is currently no medical 
insurance coverage for lupus), and urging 
women who experience any symptoms to 
have medical checkups. 

“In some ca.ses of child abusing mothers 
and so-called ‘teenage drop-outs’,” says 
Aladjem. “I wonder if the real cause of the 


problem.s may not l>e related to the pains, 
fatigue, and irritability of lupus” 

Lupus, one of the more lurid faces of ar¬ 
thritis starts sometimes with skin rashes and 
joint pains, inflamed by exposure to the sun. 
and it lx*comes most* dangerous when it 
spreads to such vital organs as the heart, 
liver, kidneys, or brain 

The Massachusetts Lupus Foundation 
address is 635 Huntington ave The Lupus 
Awareness Night sponsored by the Win¬ 
chester Young Women’s Club will be held at 
the Church of the Epiphany’s Hadley Hall at 8 
Monday. Panelists w’ill be Peter Shur. M.D.. 

Henrietta Alad¬ 
jem. author, patient, and speaker, and 
Hoxanne Waring, a member of the Lupus 
Foundation.

In the neighboring boroughs of Winchester 
and W'oburn. Sports Year ’76-77 will forever 
l)e known as “The Year of the Underdog” 

As you may know by now the Sachem 
football team started it all by stunning 
Woburn on Thanksgiving Day. and the 
winless W'inchester hockey squad continued 
the trend, knocking off their Tanner coun¬ 
terparts 7-5 two weeks ago. 

True to form, the basketball players 
upheld the tradition. This time, however, the 
shoe was on the othr foot, Winchester was 8-2. 
Wobutn 0-9. Woburn had their day in the sun, 
tanning the Sachems 70-67 at Woburn last 
Tuesday. 

Woburn guard Tom Maguire was the hero 
for the Tanners, scoring 15 points and 
quarterbacking his club to the upset win. 
Mike Doherty and Sachem Bob McCabe tied 
for game-high honors with 19 apiece, in a 
game that saw the sky-high Tanners sock it to 
the over-confident locals. 

With Winchester on lop 63-59 after a Donell 
Jones layup. Woburn began their victory 
procession. Andy Clivio .sank two free throws 
and then Tom Maguire bagged a long jumper 
(0 tie it. Don Allard put the Sachems ahead 
again with one foul shot before Woburn forged 
ahead for good. 

Bob Martin canned a 10-foot turnaround to 
make it 65-64, and then Clivio stole the ball as 
the Sachems brought it upcourt. fed Doherty 
who scored on the drive and was fouled by 
Timmy Powers. His free throw made it 68-64 
with only 39 seconds left. 

Jim Burns sank a free throw and then a 5- 
footer in the lane after another free throw by 
Doherty, to make it 69-67. But. in true story¬ 
book fashion. Maguire was fouled with 4 
seconds left and hit one of his foul attempts to 
clinch it. The final pass-in by Winchester was 
intercepted and for the first time all year the 
city of Woburn had something to cheer about. 
And boy did they ever. 

Right from the beginning one had the 
feeling that something wasn’t going right. 
The Tanners jumped out to an 11-6 lead when 
Doherty canned a 25-footer. But Winchester 
quickly righted themselves and began a 
frightening offensive display which promised 
to blow their hosts right out of the building. 
With Woburn leading 13-10 the Sachems 
rattled off the next 13 straight points. 

Powers sank a jumper, McCabe scored on 
a layup and Powers followed with a drive for 
two more points and a 16-13 lead. Allard sank 
two free throws, McCabe one. and Allard 
connected on a layup as the Sachems found 
themselves comfortably on lop, 23-13. 

But Woburn slowly scrambled their way 
back in the next frame. After Allard hit a 10- 


footor to make it 38-30 the Tanners went to 
work. Maguire hit a 30-footer (Woburn had an 
exceptionally good shooting night, banging 
ihem in from all over the place) and then 
Peter Cramplon swished two free throws to 
cut the score to 38 .34. 

Crampton then scored off a steal to make it 
38-36 and then the game was tied. Steve 
O'Rourke collected two on a long jump shot to 
knot the score at 38 as the half ended. Woburn 
had come out with fire in their eyes and 
Winchester was wondering how in the world 
this team hadn’t won any games before 

In a monotonous third quarter which saw 
botltteams go scoreless for the first two and a 
half minutes, the Sachems outscored their 
hosts 11-6. A pair of hoops by Bob McC’abe and 
.loncs gave Winchester a 45-41 edge. After a 
bucket on a bomb by Doherty, the Sachems 
made it 49-43 on a 3-footer by McCabe and two 
free throws by Powers. O’Rourke sunk a foul 
shot to create a 49-44 score going into the final 
period. Winchester in command. 

But not for long. After a free throw by Rick 
Pearl made it .50-44 Woburn closed the gap. A 
bomb by Maguire and one a little bit farther 
by Clivio cut the lead to two. After a basket by 
McCabe (52-48) the Tanners forged ahead. 
Jay Hines tapped one in. then .scored on a free 
throw to make it 52-51 Hines then bagged two 
more charity tosses to put Woburn ahead 53- 
.52. 

After that it was back and forth, back and 
forth, with Winchester pulling ahead by two 
and sometimes four points only to be 
frustrated by a matching Woburn drive. Then 
came the Tanner’s final push, and with it 
their initial victory. 

Perhaps after those three straight over¬ 
time wins before they played the Woburn 
game Winchester figured it couldn’t lose. 
After all. Wakefield, Lexington and Water- 
town were far superior teams to the Tanners 
and the Sachems managed to hold on for a win 
against them. But that speck of over- 
confidence decided the game. Woburn had 
nothing to lose, everything to win and were 
mentally better prepared than their cross¬ 
town rivals. R is the only explanation in this, 
the “Year of the Underdog.”

With visions of the playoffs dancing in 
their heads, the Sachems methodically rolled 
over the Spartans 68-61 in Stoneham last 
Friday.

Girls hoop team holds a 
surprise in store for league

Although it hasn't hern Ihc host of years as 
far as the girls' basketball program goes. 
Winehester high fans don’l .seem lo he in too 
much despair Although after last Friday’s 
game with Stoncham their record was 2-8, 
folks in these parts seem uncommonly patient 
and forgiving. Rome wasn’t built in a day 
either, you know. 

l*erhops the reason for all this subdued 
confidence is the fact thal the team Is com¬ 
prised mainly of sophomores and juniors, 
whose inexperience has cost them a lot of 
Ihoir losses. But more probably the Win¬ 
chester attitude can be attributed to a certain 
lenth grader who is in the process of taking 
the league by storm. Thai sophomore in 
question is none other than Linda Pierce, a 
quite, unassuming lass who makes the 
Sachems one of the most promising teams in 
the league. 

Whether it be hitting the last two free 
throws of the game to win Winchester’s 
league opener, scoring the team’s last .six 
points to pull out their second win. collecting a 
clutch rebound, making a great pass, or just 
happening to be in the right place at the right 
time. Ms. Pierce has all the assets to become 
the best girls’ basketball player this (own has 
ever seen. 

“1 honestly feel that she can hold her own 
with most anyone,” says her coach. Barb 
Hollis, “and 1 foresee a slot for her on the 
league all-star team - if there isn’t, 
something’s wrong.” Of all the centers Linda 
has matched up against, coach Hollis thinks 
that only one. Belmont senior Judy Collins, 
has outplayed her. Collins scored 18 points 
against Winchester while Linda led the 
Sachems with 13. 

“She’s our leader out there, she’s the one 
we look lo in the clutch situations and she 
hasn’t let us down so far.” continued Mrs. 
Hollis. “The team has a lot of confidence in 
her shooting ability and know that if she’s 
heavily guarded she’ll pass off. .She’s also a 
very good passer, at this point she leads the 
club in assists, which 1 think proves that she’s 
a real team player.” 

The other girls on the squad seem to have 
the same respect and admiration thal Linda’s 
coach does. “There is no doubt in my mind 
hut that Linda is respected by each and every 
one of the players on our team. In fact a lot of 
other teams, coaches and players alike, 
admire the job she does.” Mrs. Hollis related, 
“in fact Jan Johnson, the Melrose coach, is 
especially high on her.” 

There’s a lot to like about this sophomore. 
Unlike some high scorers on other teams and 
in other sports Linda never shoots her mouth 
off about her accomplishments. She lets her 
actions speak for themselves. “She’s a very 
likeable kid.” is how Mrs. Hollis describes 
her, “she’s very quiet, takes instructions 
well, never shows her emotions on the court, 
keeps her cool, and is a real pleasure to 
coach. I’d say that she’s got what it takes lo 
become a really good player not only for the 
remainder of her high .school career, but in 
college also.” 

“She has a sense for the basket, knows 
when to shoot and when not to and about the 
only thing that she needs lo work on is being a 
little bit more aggressive. Even so she’s out- 
leading rebounder and can get the hall in 
traffic.” 

In the two hallgames that Winchester has 
won to date. Linda has been the key figure in 
both. Both Stoneham and Burlington were hit 
by the “Pierce dilemma” and neither could 
solve it. Against Stoneham in the league 


and the score lied '29-29. She calmly dropped 
through her thirteenth and fourteenth points 
of the morning as Ihe .Sachems prevailed in a 
real cliff-hanger When Burlington came to 
town for a make-up of an earlier post¬ 
ponement. Pierce took command in the 
decisive final quarter. 

With the Burlington girls making a frantic 
comeback attempt, closing a once huge 
Sachem lead to 26-25, Linda shut the door. 
First of all, she broke Winchester’s long 
drouth by taking a pass from Marcia 
DeSanctis for a big layup, then came right 
hiick down the court and made a great drive 
for a couple more points to make it 30-25 

Two straight baskets by the Red Devils 
closed Ihe ga|) lo one again before Linda 
wrap|K*(l up the win with her third straight 
hoop toinsure the32-29 victory. It’s things like 
these thal give the Winchester fans hope for 
Ihe next few seasons. 

There are also a few more reasons, 
namely the rest of this young, highly talented 
.s(|ua(l With both co-captains, seniors Kim 
Percnick and Denise Driscoll out for ex¬ 
tended stretches with injuries, coach Hollis 
has had lo rely on a great number of un- 
derelassmen this .season. Oru* of them, junior 
Molly Stevenson, has developed into a really 
good player 

“Holly’s come a long way.” said Mrs. 
Hollis, “she's a big help lo us on the hoards 
and she’s begun to pick up some of Ihe scoring 
load One of her major assets is her hustle, 
expecially under our offensive Imard and the 
kids are acquiring some confidence in her 
under lough conditions. I'd say that she has a 
lot of potential.” 

Some other juniors to keep an eye on in the 
next couple of years are Diane Cullen, Marcia 
DeSanctis and -.Julie Kisil. Diane makes 
things go when she’s out there; even if she 
doesn’t score she makes her presence felt. 
“Diane’s our spark-plug,” related Mrs 
Hollis, “she’s a real scrapper out there and 
gives it everything she’s got. She’s an ex- 
eellenl driver and if I could gel her to go to Ihe 
hoop more she’d score a lot more. But she’ll 
come along and we’re expecting big things 
from her.” 

Marcia DeSanctis has come a long way 
since the beginning of the year, and ever since 
her first varsity points against Wakefield on 
January 14. she hasn’t stopped scoring since. 
“Marty's the most improved player on our 
team, ” her coach said, “she’s got a knack for 
anticipating the pass on defense and comes up 
with a lot of steals that way. She’s done an 
excellent job on defense by neutralizing the 
other team’s center, plugs up a hole at the top 
of our zone, and offensively she’s really 
coming along the second half of the year.” 

Julie Kisil is coach Hollis’ hall-handler, a 
task she performs admirably. Although only a 
junior, she has a keen awareness of where 
everyone is on the court and hardly ever fails 
lo find Ihc open girl. “All Julie needs now is a 
little bit more confidence in herself and she'll 
he a ver>’ good player. Like a lot of my 
players. Julie has a great amount of potential 
and does an excellent job in the back of our I- 
3-1 zone defense” 

Other than Ms. Pierce, coach Hollis has on 
her roster four other sophomores, and each 
one looks like a winner. Kelly Gately, Carol 
Holahan, Kathleen Driscoll, and Mary Russo 
appear lo he Ihe nucleus of a champion in 
coming years.

Sachems crush Burlington 
in upset of the year, 86-62 


This will be remenibered for a long, long 
time. The Burlington Red Devil basketball 
team came to town Turr^day with an un¬ 
defeated record and the tag of Number One 
team in Division 1 basketball. Both were gone 
at 9:30 p.m., EST. The Winchester Sachem 
basketball team pulled of THE upset of the 
year, not just beating Burlington, but 
crushing them, 87-62, before a roaring crowd 
at the high school gymnasium. 

They had been waiting for this rematch 
since January 12. On that date, the Red Devils 
came up with a 74-58 victory, after the 
Sachems had hung tough for three quarters. 
When the second meeting finally came 
around, Winchester didn’t let their only other 
chance slip away. 

Although the entire team played a flawless 
game of basketball, one man, Bob McCabe, 
stood out above all otliers. Robert scored 18 
points, blocked 10 shots, grubbed 13 rebounds, 
and held Dana Walsh to 16 points, only two of 
those in the second half. Before the game Doc 
Wheeler said the game would hinge on how 
McCabe did against Walsh, and was he ever 
right. This night big Bobby came out ahead. 

In addition to McCabe’s heroics, Tim 
Powers led all scorers with 19, and Donny

Allard chipped in with 18 to pace the Sachem 
attack. And what an attack it was. After 
jumping off to a 6-0 lead, losing that edge, and 
then scoring the last 11 points in the first 
quarter, Winchester was never headed. 

After a tipin by Walsh made it 12-9, 
Burlington, the Sachems took command. 
Powers canned a free throw, Glenn Mills (10 
points) banked in a 6-footer, and then hit four 
straight free throws to make it 16-12. Two 
more charity tosses by Allard ended the 
period, with Winchester ahead 18-12. 

The teams traded hoops at the beginning of 
the next stanza, before the Sachems first 
started to puU away. A layup by Donell Jones 
(12 points), an Allard drive, and then a corner 
jumper by Donny made it 28-16. McCabe then 
capped an eight-point surge with a nice move 
inside for a 14-point lead. 

Another spurt, this time of 9 points, 
boosted the score to 43-22. Walsh tipped one in 
to make it 34-22, before the deluge began. 
Jones hit three free throws (37-22). Next two 
straight iayups, the first by Powers, the 
second by Jones, gave the Sachems that 21- 
point lead. The half ended with Burlington 
guard John McKenna hitting a long jumper to 
close the gap to 45-28. 


Time never runs out for artisan couple

Their house seems almost like the one in 
Hansel and Gretel — there arc curlicues and 
hand-stenciled designs on the walls, toys and 
mechanical devices everywere. It’s Christ¬ 
mas every day. It’s your birthday all the 
time. 

The thing is, for Goerge and Alice 
McFadden. it’s real. 

You can sit in 'their living room with two 
fat. round fox terriers at your feet, clocks 
chiming and banging and clanging all over 
the house, and listen for hours as they tell you 
stories of growing up in Maine, of working 
with the circus, of studying art and design at 
the Museum School, of working together in 
what seems to be a perpetual fascination with 
life. 

George and Alice were married in 1929. 

George grew up in Hath, Maine, where his 
father operated a drug store until he was 89. 
His mother drove a Cadillac until she was 85. 

“His mother told me once,” Mrs. 
McFadden chuckles, “about the times when 
he was taking things apart to see how they 
worked. He was less than four years old.” 

Picking up there, George recalls standing 
at his mother’s sewing machine just able to 
see over the top of the cabinet. “I wanted to 
know how that thing worked.” 

The interest in mechanical things and 
their inner workings has stayed with him 
more than 70 years. 

While in high school, George designed and 
built a mechanical eskimo for the Cliquot 
ginger ale company. With some slight 
modernization, that design is being revived 


by Cliquot.

Police Chief John P. McHugh is noticing a 
rise in the number of larcenies from parked 
motor vehicles during the past couple of 
weeks, he said that thefts are occurring all 
over town and during all hours, but most often 
at night.

In a move calculated by Police Chief John 
P. McHugh to “make the department more 
functional and with more accountability,” the 
four lieutenants have been reassigned and 
areas of responsibility set up within the police 
department. 

Announcing to The Star the major areas of 
change, McHugh also named Sgt. Donald E. 
Pigott as the newest lieutenant to be ap¬ 
pointed to the department, effective 
February 21. (See .separate story.) 

With the reassignments, Lt. Andrew 
Crawford is in charge of administration and 
personnel, Lt. James Cogan handles the 
uniformed patrol, Sgt. Roland Roy in¬ 
vestigations and juvenile matters, and Lts. 
William Haggerty and Donald Pigott are the 
lieutenants in charge of night shifts. 

Lt. Crawford’s emphasis is on prosecution, 
personnel, communications, training, 
planning and research, and special services. 

Any police matters falling within these areas 
are dealt with directly by Lt. Crawford. 

Lt. Cogan handles matters relating to the 
uniformed personnel, including school traffic, 
dog control, safety, the auxiliary police, and 
patrol elements. 

Sgt. Roy will continue investigative work 
and, in addition, is the sergeant-in-charge of 
identification and juvenile problems. Officer 
Richard W. Beaton will prosecute juvenile 
cases. 

Lt. Haggerty and lieutenant-elect Pigott 
have charge of night shifts. 

The chief commented, “This is a plan to 
elicit more responsiveness on the part of the

department employees, to make each 
member of the force aware of what his duties 
are and how best to carry them out.” 

The second major change Chief McHugh is 
instituting is the keeping of records by each 
officer on what activities he is involved with 
during his shift, whether they be traffic 
citations, arrests for housebreaks. or con¬ 
fining a dog. 

“I would like to see a system in this 
department whereby we will know just what 
it is that each member of the force does,” 
('hief McHugh explained. “We are also 
working on a method of record-keeping which 
will give us running totals of the department’s 
acMvities. week-by-week and month-by¬ 
month.” 

McHugh is asking for funds to provide 
training to the officers in several fields, 
notably traffic enforcement, identification 
procedures, and drug problems. 

“In order to run the police department as 
efficiently as possible, we have to make sure 
the men are kept up to date on the latest 
methods and procedures in the field,” he said. 
“That means having trained personnel 
leaching them not just the theories behind 
police work, but the practice of good police 
work loo.” 

“I see myself as a manager of the police 
department,” McHugh said. “Although I 
certainly wouldn’t shy away from actively 
participating in something going on in the 
street. I want to see myself as someone in 
charge of making sure the department and 
the officers in it work efficiently and to the 
best of their ability.” 


Town DPW reorganized 
into three divisions 


The Department of Public Works is being 
reorganized into a three - division department 
of too employees from its previous four in¬ 
dependent agencies. Town Manager Thomas 
J. Groux announced at the selectmen’s 
meeting Monday. 

Walter J. Tonaszuck, director of the DPW. 
presented his proposed changes to the board 
and summarized them in the memo which 
follows. 

Groux said. “These are recommendations 
we are aiming for and certainly not the exact 
structure for tomorrow's DPW.” 

The board has 30 days to act on the 
recommended changes, which include a 
reduction in overall personnel of ap¬ 
proximately 20 per cent since 1975. 

The charter provides for a certain degree 
of job security for personnel. Some of the 
consolidation will therefore depend on at¬ 
trition of personnel.

They can climb Indian 
Lookout Rock in the Fells or Andrews Hill on 
the West side to show the tell tale signs of how 
an immense river draining high mountains 
and probably also with the help of glacial 
melts gouged out rocks and soils in the middle 
of Winchester, forming the mile wide “flats” 
and the great banks flanking the east and 
west banks of Winchester.

chamber where he and a group of his buddies 
put on the play. 

George laughs, "It was such a success that 
we had to put on a second performance! And I 
was a real ham! Every Saturday we used to 
put on Charlie Chaplin stories in the barn 
chamber." 

His mother encouraged these thespian 
attempts, she having been active in church 
theatricals. 

School work was relegated to a somewhat 
minor position in George’s life. 

"I was a terrible student," he says. The 
kind of schooling George was looking for 
came after high school when he attended art 
school in Portland and finally the Museum 
School in Boston. His interest then was stage 
design. 

After school he worked in production for 


the Boston Stage Society on Joy street and the 
Repertory Theatre across from Symphony 
Hall. Alice McFadden did costumes. 

"I had every intention of being an 
illustrator of children’s books,’’ she recalls. 
"But George introduced me to someone who 
needed costuming done for a State of Maine 
pageant and I went to Maine to do it." George 
interjects a proud, "She’s always been a 
wonderful seamstress." 

After that Alice went to art school and 
costumed dance school recitals and other 
productions. 

In 1931 the two worked together in 
Provincetown for the Wharf Players, with 
which Eugene O’Neill had been associated. 

After three years there, the McFaddens 
returned to Boston where they were active in 
the Emerson College children’s theatre, he 
doing stage sets and she costumes. 

TWe were five summers with the Brattle 
Street Theatre and work at the Leland Power 
School. 

It was then that Winchester came into the 
picture. 

"Ruth Elder (sister of Rev. Howard 
Chidley’s wife, Frances) was putting on 
theatre productions at the Lincoln House on 
Emerald street in the west end," George 
says. "She got me to come out to do 
productions at the First Congregational 
Church. We had been living in an 1820 house 
on Lyndboro place but when we became so 
involved in the theatre here we decided to 
move to Winchester." 

They moved next door to Sam Elder, Jr., 
on Ardley road. 

"In those days we paid 6.5 cents for a 
gallon of fuel oil and $189 in taxes the first 
year!" George laughs again. 

Along with the theatre work came another 
interest, not a new one, but a revived one. 
George began doing the Christmas display 
windows for Filene’s and Jordan’s. 

"One year. I’ll never forget it, someone 
locked me in the front window of Jordan 
Marsh on Washington street. What a sight I 
must have been searching the windows for 
any way out. I finally found a niche with a 
broom handle and I could get out," George 


and Alice both chuckle. 

He remembers especially fondly one year 
when he designed, built, and maintained a 
scene with a knight riding through a four- 
window spread. 

In addition to the diplay windows, he also 
did the Santa’s workshop area upstairs. Once 
he made a circus, another time a walk¬ 
through submarine. 

"Jordan’s used to have a Thanksgiving 
parade, too, just like the one Macy’s puts 
together in New York," George says. "I did 20 
floats for them once — horse-drawn floats! I 
worked in the Harrison avenue stables and it 
got darn cold." 

He gave up the display phase of his life at 
the beginning of World War II and then got 
started in another phase — props for the 
"producing" clown at Ringling Brothers 
Circus. The "producing" clown is the one who 
carries mechanical props. 

"One of the ideas I remember was a 
cannibal with a table in front of him. When the 
clown picked up the cover from the dish on the 
table there was a midget inside," George 
reminds you that all of this happened while 
walking around the ring. 

Another prop was an ostrich with a man 
walking inside. 

Alice designed and made the clothes to go 
with the props for the producing clown. 

"Oh that was great fun, then," she says. 
"You could see the circus from backstage and 
get to know the acrobats and the animal 
tamers and the trapeze artists." 

The clown they worked most with was 
Jerry Bangs who was with the circus for 20 
years after taking piano at the New England 
Conservatory. 

A squirrel runs across the snow outside the 
large window and pauses to look inside. Birds 
chatter at the nearby feeder. The fox terriers 
snore. 

Still another aspect of creativity began for 
the McFaddens when Walt Disney brought 
out "Pinocchio." George was thrilled. 

"I was greatly enamored of the character 
of Gepetto, the creator of the wooden boy” 
George started

literally covering the walls. Alice will confess 
to having an electric clock in the kitchen. 

"George is always showing someone how 
the clocks work so we usually don’t have them 
all at the right time. If I didn’t keep one 
electric one. I’d never know for sure what 
dme It Is," she laughs behind George’s back. 

He also works in silver and pewter. He is, 
in fact, a master craftsman. Items in these 
nietals are everywhere on dressers, tables, 
where ever there is a little space. 

The effect is one of masterfully created 
dutter. 

Alice, who tends to be quiet, is also very 
skilled in her particular interests. 

"I always knew I wanted to be an artist 
although my mother wanted me to study 
music," she says. As a student at the Norwich 
Academy art school she received a 
scholarship to the Museum School in Boston. 

"It was a marvelous experience. We had 
the museum itself to learn from, textiles and 
colors. The son of P:dward Everett Hale 
taught us anatomy. It was something," Alice 
recalls her days on the Fenway. 

Her special interest was costume design 
and history of costume. She has several looms 
in the house now and is a journeyman weaver. 

She is always expanding her crafts and 
interests. First is reading. 

"As a young girl in Maine 1 used to put the 
funny papers in the sugar barrels in the bam 
chamber so I could go read them whenever I 
wanted to," she says. 

She is also a potter, taking first prize at 
Horticultural Hall one year, bookbinder, 
spinner and gardener. 

Neither George nor Alice McFadden has 
any living relatives. 

Having no children, they open their house 
to children. 

■George will lake the little ones into the 
cellar to see his money-making machine or 
the calliope he built. There are magic toys 
and moving banks all handmade. 

The best part may be arriving at noon so 
that all the clocks will strike and for several 
minutes you can pretend you’re in an en¬ 
chanted cottage in the'woods. 

Or maybe It’s not pretending.

Public’s right to know 

In case you didn’t Know it, records kept by local governmental 
agencies are available for you to look at if you want to see them. 

Apparently there have been some violations of the law that protects 
the public's right to know what its government employees and elected 
officials are doing. 

Under the law, most records held by state or local governmental 
agencies are to be available to the public upon request, according to 
Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti. 

His office last w'eek announced that it has created a special public 
records unit to be responsible for enforcement of the state’s public 
records law. 

Amendments to the law were enacted in 1976 which give the public 
recourse to seeking mlings from the supervisor of public records. Deputy 
Secretary of State John J. McGlynn. If he rules that the records are 
public and the agency still refuses to make them available, the statute 
provides that the attorney general may bring a lawsuit in the superior 
court or the supreme judicial court for an order requiring that the record 
be disclosed. 

Heading the new public records unit is Jonathan Brant, an assistant 
attorney general. 

Said Attorney General Bellotti: 

“Jonathan Brant has handled privacy issues for this department since 
I took office two years ago. 

“The issue of public access and that of privacy are obviously in¬ 
timately related. Therefore, I have asked Brant to handle both privacy 
and public records cases. 

“I fully expect that the creation of the public records unit will lead to 
vigorous enforcement of the public records law. an important statute 
designed to insure the public’s right to know what its government is 
, doing." 

And to that all we can add is amen and so be it. We heartily commend 
the attorney general for his response to the protection of the rights of the 
public.-J.R.S.

Chicken ’n cherries rare

The cherry has been associated with 
George Washington since Parson Weems 
immortalized the story of George and his 
hachet in his account: "Life of George 
Washington with Curious Anecdotes Equally 
Honorable to Himself and Exemplary to His 
Young Countrymen." 

Whether the "Father-I-cannot-tell-a-lie-I- 
chopped-down-the-cherry-tree story" is 
apocryphal is a matter of opinion, but the 
story has continued to impress his coun¬ 
trymen to his day. 

Early colonial settlers brought the cherry 
tree with them from Europe. In 1629, the red 
Kentish cherry was being cultivated in 
Massachusetts. Most colonial houses boasted 
a cherry tree or two in the backyard. 

Americans now consume more than 
140,000 tons of cherries each year. More than 
half of the sweet cherries and 90 per cent of 
the sour cherries are canned or frozen. 

This year marks the 245th annivesary of 
George’s Feb. 22 birthday despite calendar 
manipulators who change the date each year 
to correspond to a Monday holiday. 

Last year I planned a festive dinner 
befitting the memory of the Virginia gen¬ 
tleman who was the father of our country. 

We toasted his memory with a "stone 
fence" punch served by a silver ladle copied 
from one in his Mount Vernon home. 
Applejack brandy, apple cider and a touch of 
bitters combined for a surprisingly smooth 
drink from the Federal period. 

Most of the recipes were modern adaptions 
from early written records including deviled 
clams, plantation rice pilau w'ith pine nuts. 


Jefferson’s garden salad, sauteed chicken, 
hot breads and for dessert, gingerbread and 
cherry ice cream. 

Washington and his fellow Virginia planter 
and gourmet Thomas Jefferson would have 
enjoyed the chicken dish. It is not 
authenically colonial, but it does feature 
cherries to produce a classic but not 
frequently found recipe. It was very good and 
quite simple. 

2 cups (17 oz-jar) black cherries 
1 tablespoon flour 

1 frying chicken or 3 split breasts 
1 teaspoon sugar 
•salt, pepper, paprika 
'.'H teaspoon ground allspice 

3 tablespoons butter 

I chicken bouillon cube 

dash red food coloring, if desired 

Drain cherries, reserving liquid. Wash and 
dry chicken pieces and sprinkle with salt, 
pepper, and paprika. Brown chicken on all 
sides in butter. Remove from skillet. 

To the skillet add dash salt, flour, sugar 
and spices. Blend with drippings. Gradually 
stir in cherry liquid. Add chicken and 
remaining ingredients, except cherries. 
Cover and bring to a boil and simmer for 40 
minutes or until chicken is tender. Add 
drained cherries for the last five minutes of 
cooking time. Put chicken on serving platter 
and cover with the sauce. 

Notes: Recipe 1 can be easily doubled. 
Chicken breasts make uniform sized pieces 
and cook evenly and quickly. I remove 
chicken skins and feel that margarine is not a 
good substitute for butter in this recipe.

VA clarification 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Wednesday, October 20, 1976, an article 
concerning "school liability" appeared in a 
Boston newspaper. This story contained a 
listing, by school, of dollar amounts which 
allege(ily represented monies which were due 
the Veterans Administration by each .school. 
Sub.sequently, the information appeared in 
newspapers throughout the Commonwealth. 

This listing was not provided to the 
newspaper by the Boston Regional Office. It 
further did not represent school liability but it 
did list veteran overpayments by .school. Any 
conclusion that the schools were liable for 
listed amounts was in error. 

Basically, veterans are responsible for 
overpayments in those cases where they 
terminate education or training and fail to 
notify the Veterans Administration. The 
school is only liable when they become aware 
that the veteran has terminated but do not 
submit timely notification to the Veterans 
Administration. 

We have had excellent cooperation from 
training establishments and institutions of 
higher learning in our efforts to overcome this 
problem. Inasmuch as this is a matter of joint 
concern, we are working together in a "team 
effort" to meet reporting goals. I am most 
appreciative for this cooperation. 

Any negative image which may have been 
created was not intended. The schools, as 
usual, have responded in a positive manner to 
the .solution of mutual problems.

Learning disabled help 


Resource room is a special 
place at high school 


What happens to the high school student 
who is a whiz at jigsaw puzzles, graphs, visual 
perception games, and expressive writing but 
who is floundering in class? 

Is it possible that a high school junior can 
go through ten years of schooling and not be 
on a reading par with his classmates? 

The student has great difficulty processing 
information he hears but learns very quickly 
by seeing. 

What about the student who has a poor 
inner sense of time, misjudging how long a 
homework assignment will take or how long a 
play rehearsal was, arriving places late and 
harried? 

Or the student who finds the process of 
writing so labored that he loses his train of 
thought repeatedly and turns in disorganized 
papers? 

All have ability, but without some aid, 
these students can find high school defeating. 
Since school is a student’s working world, 
success or failure have powerful effects. 

The second floor resource room at the high 
school offers the student a place to learn and 
produce to the best of his or her ability in a 
manner which is conducive to . the special 
needs of these students. 

The atmosphere is relaxed...so much so 
that a casual visitor would suspect from the 
quiet conversations on bean bag chairs that 
he were in a living room and not a busy high 
school. 


learning disabilities? What is a learning 
disability? 

Most of the resource room students do 
have learning disabilities if we agree that the 
expression "learning disability" is a term 
used for economy and not as a peculiar sort of 
ailment. 

Almost all of us have minor learning 
disabilties for which we have compensated; 
always leaving the checkbook unbalanced, 
writing down all those errands lest in the 
bustle several be forgotten, not being able to 
"hear" a speaker unless he is visible although 
one’s hearing is fine. 

Let’s consider, then, that having a lear¬ 
ning disability means that one’s learning 
capabilities in a certain area need special 
help and modes in order to be realized. This 
means the time, tools, and knowledge to work 
with individual students. 

It’s not enough, in reference to a particular 
student, to say "learning disability" or even 
"reading problem." Where, in reading, are 
the specihc problems? With vowel com¬ 
bination? Dropped word endings? Letter 
reversals? 

And what, with this student, is the best 
way to work on difficulties? Through reading 
aloud? Visual training exercies? Writing 
patterns while sounding them out? 

This is a simplified example of the 
processes teachers and tutors need to go 
through.

While some students read in a corner, 
others are engaged in very important con¬ 
versation about how the world could be 
changed or what to do when you’re 
babysitting. 

With one-lo-one help from instructors and 
tutors these kids are learning. With access to 
games and other tools, they are increasing 
their knowledge. 

Materials are important. The students 
need more than texts — they need materials 
that demonstrate that the individual can be 
successful, an experience the student may not 
have realized before. 

Word games teach language skills;

Proposed Structure 

Three major divisions are proposed to 
administer operations with effective 
supervision that are technologically related. 
The groupings as shown reflect a great deal of 
thought as to the number of divisions and 
what constitutes effective supervision. 

In addition to these three divisions, a 
clerical pool is proposed under the direct 
supervision of the Director rather than 
segregated staffs reporting to separate 
department superintendents. This staff as 
well as the supervisory staff with the ex¬ 
ception of the Cemetery division, will be 
relocated into the Water and Sewer building. 
The proximity of working environment will be 
conducive to better communication and in¬ 
terrelationships of departmental functions. 
This will also include a re-evaluation of 
clerical assignments and workload. By this. 1 
mean that specialized functions such as 
bookkeeping may be assigned to individuals 
for the entire Department. Also, the impact of 
vacation coverage and seasonal workload 
variations should be easier to deal with. One 
new position. Secretary to the Director, is 
included. 

First, a brief description of the elements 
within each division grouping is in order: 
a. Water and Sewer Division 

1. Maintenance and construction of water 
mains, services, pumping stations, water 
treatment and storage facilities. 

2. Maintenance and construction of sewer 
mains, services, and pumping stations. 

b. Building and Orounds 

1. Garage and maintenance of Town 
vehicles excluding fire apparatus. 

2. Buildings, including schools. Town Hall 
and Public Works buildings. 

3. Transfer station, including the physical 
plant as well as the rubbish disposal function. 

4. Cemetery - Wildwood Cemetery. 

5. Forestry - Town forest and all Town 
trees. 

6. Parks, playgrounds, and school grounds 
- care and maintenance of these facilities for 
passive and active recreation. 

c. Highway Division 

1. Highway Maintenance - including street

construction, reconstruction and main¬ 
tenance. sidewalk construction and main¬ 
tenance. the maintenance of drainage 
systems, street cleaning, leaf pickup, etc. 

2. Traffic Control - painting of center lines, 
crosswalks, guardrails, beacons and the 
repair and maintenance of signs and beacons. 

3. Garbage Collection backyard pickup 
weekly of garbage. 

4. Snow and Ice - the related snow removal 
and ice control for the public safety and 
convenience 

Supervision 

Directly responsible to the Director arc 
three teams of two. They are .supervisory 
personnel as opposed to being Union mem- 
i)ers and have new titles. Operations Manager 
and Field Supervisor. It is the primary task of 
the Operations Manager to provide the 
leadership, planning and control over his 
division. It is the responsibility of the Field 
Supervisor to assign crews, coordinate 
related field activities, substitute for the 
Operations Manager in his absence, monitor 
closely the operations of each crew, making 
decisions and keeping records of time, 
materials and special conditions or problems. 
The reassignment of field crews or priority 
assignment beyond the initial daily assign¬ 
ment is also important from the standpoint of 
efficient manpower utilization. 

The dependence upon the Foreman has 
been significantly reduced. Therefore, the 
number of VV-14 (Foremen) has been reduced 
from 9 to 4. The four remaining are in key 
elements that require constant supervision 
that is adequately provided at this time and is 
intended to continue in those areas. 

Descriptions of Divisions: 

Water and Sewer Divison 

The individual divisions reflect some 
important changes in responsibilities. Water 
and Sewer has the least changes. The 
elimination of a number of smaller elements 
and the combination into two major job 
classi^cations should reduce paperwork and 
some statistical data that is unimportant. 
Other than this streamlining no significant 
transfer or responsibility is proposed. 

Highway Division 

The Highway division has been reduced in

diversity and scope. Four major areas of job 
function remain with Highway maintenance 
repre.senting a consolidation of a number of 
previously separate elements. Snow and Ice, 
of course, combines the entire Public Works 
staff and equipment into one large operation 
spread throughout the Town. A large budget 
accompanies this operation and it is the single 
most challenging operation within the High¬ 
way division. Traffic control has been 
segregated for convenience and garbage 
collection if functionally better controlled 
through the Highway division and has been 
included for that reason. 

Building and (irounds Division 

The Building and Grounds division has 
combined the various grounds elements 
(Cemetery. Parks, Playgrounds, School 
Grounds. Forestry) to share manpower that 
compliments each operation and provide a 
logical grouping. The garage, transfer station 
and buildings elements logically relate in that 
each represents a physical plant that per¬ 
forms a different function but has similiar 
characteristics that requires specialized 
management talents. The school buildings 
represent a total investment of many millions 
of dollars. The maintenance supervision, 
planning, and monetary commitment has not 
been uniformly superior in the past. A myriad 
of problems will be passed on the Public 
Works on July 1, 1977. Salaries of personnel 
are not in conformance with other Town 
departments and this discrepancy appears to 
be protected and preserved by the Charter. 
The custodians of the schools are not included 
in this plan. 

The transfer station and garage involve 
structures and machinery, and are provided 
for the use of others. The transfer station 
requires special preventive maintenance to 
ensure reliable performance daily. 

The garage involves the programming of 
preventive maintenance and other main¬ 
tenance of Town vehicles. A central garage 
that can schedule this work impartially and 
professionally will serve the Town properly.

The manpower comparison is only par¬ 
tially relevant to the Table of Organization. 
The managerial numbers will reduce from 
five to four while the Field Supervisor, or 
secondary supervisory role increases from 
two to three with a net result of no numerical 
change but a significant increase in 
responsibilities since all school building 
maintenance is now to be included. The 
School Department staff for this function 
includes an Assistant Superintendent and the 
School Plant Supervisor, three craftsmen and 
one clerical person. These individuals (except 
the Assistant School Superintendent) will be 
transferred in July, 1977. Therefore, two 
managerial personnel were required to ad¬ 
minister the maintenence function for the 
School Department for a significant amount 
of the work day. The inclusion of this 
responsibility with no increase in 
management personnel represents, in my 
opinion, a real savings. 

A view of the clerical structure shows nine 
positions presently with nine proposed. While 
first appearances indicate maintaining the 
status quo. this is not true. A new position. 
Secretary to the Director of Public Works, is 
proposed. The Water Department stock clerk 
has been transferred back to the Water and 
Sewer elements and the position of 
Bookkeeper II is show for comparision 
purposes in both years, although the position 
will be new to Public Works July 1, 1977 and

budget. 

Implementation 

Implementation of the Organizational 
Table will occur gradually giving paramount 
consideration to those employees currently 
within vulnerable positions. At Stage I in a 
multi-stepped transformation it is proposed 
that Water and Sewer Division Supervisors. 
Highway Division Supervisors, and the 
Operations Manager for Buildings and 
Grounds be appointed at the earliest date. 
The Field Supervisor for Buildings and 
Grounds need not be filled if we keep existing 
supervisors for school buildings, cemetery, 
and parks, etc. 1 propose that the Supervisor 
of Parks be retitled Grounds Supervisor and 
assume responsibility for forestry and 
cemetery in addition to normal functions. 
This proposal will function for the interim 
period and is less costly than operating two 
systems, one due to organizational realign¬ 
ment, and the other dictated by Charter. (See 
attached Table A) 

Summary 

The Table of Organization as herein 
submitted is a Charter requirement (Article 
5, Section 5-2). The proposed grouping into 
three major categories of administration 
reflects the relevance of relationships of 
classifications of jobs to promote in¬ 
terrelationships of personnel and equipment 
in an efficient manner consistent with the 
goals and objectives of the Charter. 

The significant modifications include one 
central administrative (clerical) pool, the 
creation of a Building and Grounds Division 
and the shifting of functions to achieve the 
desired interrelationships, primarily from 
Highway to Building and Grounds. The im-

pad of the inclusion of school building 
maintenance into Public Works is reflected in 
the proposed organizational structure. 

Another significant aspect of this proposal 
is the de-emphasis of Superintendent to 
Foremen relationships, instead recom 
mending three teams of two supervisory 
personnel, called Operations Managers and 
Field Supervisors, as part of management to 
administer the programs of each division. 

Implementation will be achieved in stages 
due to the requirements of Article 8, Section 8- 
3. Those expenses that are necessitated by the 
provisions of Article 8 will be budgeted* in a 
separate account that will diminish annually 
as full transition is effected. Temporary 
positions shall be earmarked with proper 
disposition identified.

Sachems take over second 
place in Middlesex League 


Hockey team improves^ 
but victory is still elusive

This was the biggie. To the winner went 
second place and another step toward the 
playoffs; for the loser, a tie for third and that 
much more distance between them and front¬ 
running Burlington. So, when Winchester and 
Reading squared off in the Walter Hawkes 
Memorial Field House in Reading last 
Tuesday, the stage was set for an old- 
fashioned shootout between two grizzled 
gunhands. 

They didn’t disappoint. In a spectacular 
and nerve-wracking contest, the Sachems 
made amends for an earlier 64-54 defeat at 
home, by tipping a tough Reading squad, BI¬ 
SS. A big basket by Rick Pearl on a feed by 
Don Allard, and two Allard free throws 
clinched it. in a game in which the Winchester 
Hoopsters "came of age," according to Doc 
Wheeler. 

In direct contrast to the team’s previous 
win, a 68-61 decision over Stoneham, this one 
never lacked for excitement. Donell Jones 
turned in his best effort of the season, scoring 
25 points, in addition to playing spectacularly 
in all other facets of the game. Allard ran a 
smart floor game and chipped in with 15 
points of his own to aid the cause. But in the 
end, it was the Sachem’s headiness and poise 
which won them their biggest basketball 
game so far this year. 

The game began just as the loss to the 
Rockets earlier this year began. Reading 
jumped to a quick 6-0 lead on a jumper by 
Mike Brigida (18 points) and two other out¬ 
side shots by Tom D’Arcy. But, whereas in 
the first Reading game the locals never 
caught up, let alone pass, the Rockets, this 
time they did catch them. A free throw by Jim 
Burns knotted it at 8-8, a bucket by Burns tied 
it again at 10, and a layup by Bob McCabe 
created yet another deadlock at 12. Then 
Jones gave the Sachems their first lead of the 
season against Reading on a drive. 

Rocket center Charlie Heineck, who 
played an outstanding game, pulled the hosts 
even on a tap-in. Jones again put Winchester 
ahead with a 10-footer before a layup by Jim 
Brigida made it 16-all. A free throw by Glenn 
Mills gave the Sachems a 17-16 edge at the end 
of the period. 

After an exchange of baskets and a free 
throw by Tim Powers made it 20-18, M. 
Brigida came up with a big three-point play to 
give the Rockets a lead they wouldn’t 
relinquish until the third quarter. Brigida 
pulled up for a jumper and was fouled by 
Powers after he shot to put Reading ahead. 

A layup by Steve York gave them a 3-point 
edge which they maintained 'til the end of the 
period. Then a 10-footer by J. Brigida at the 
buzzer vaulted the Rockets to a 31-26 edge 
with two more periods to go. 

But, at the start of the third period, the 
Sachems scratched and clawed their way 
right back into it. A run of nine straight points 
gave Winchester a quick 35-31 lead before the 
Rockets could get on the scoreboard. Powers 
hit a 15-footer and then another jumper to 
make it 30-31. Jones put Winchester ahead 
(32-31) on a long bomb, and then McCabe 
drove for a basket, got fouled and hit the free 
throw to complete the string. 

A turnaround by Heineck broke the spell, 
and when David Dennis bagged a jump shot 
at the end of the quarter to make it 41-38, 
Reading let it be known that Winchester was 
in for the fight of their life in the final frame. 
The Sachems knew it, and what’s more, they 
did something about it. 

After two foul shots by Jones, a layup by 
York and two free throws by Bruce Campbell 
closed the gap to one, 43-42. The two teams 
traded points until a driving layup by Allard 
and two more charity tosses by Jones gave 


the Sachems another 5-point bulge 51-46. 

A 5-footer by Heineck and then a foul shot 
by the same, shaved that lead to, 55-52. 
Charlie then continued his one-man stretch of 
eight straight Rocket points with a pair of free 
throws, making it 55-54. But our man Jones 
quickly righted that wrong with a like number 
of points from the line as the Sachems surged 
ahead by 3 again, 57-54. 

Heineck completed his one-man show on a 
drive to crop the margin to one again, 57-56. 
Then, after successfully stalling away 20 
valuable seconds, Allard found Pearl un¬ 
derneath for the hoop that broke the camel’s 
back. Rick layed it in while being fouled, with 
18 seconds left, to boost the lead to 3 again, 59- 
56. 

M. Brigida stormed down the court, and 
was forced to take more time than he would 
have liked to getting up a shot, due to some 
fine defense by Winchester. But get it up he 
did, nailing one home with 4 ticks of the clock 
remaining. Reading called time-out and all 
Winchester had to do was get the ball in¬ 
bounds to win. 

They got it to Allard, who was fouled with a 
second left. Don calmly swished both ends of 
the one-and-one to add the finishing touches to 
a dynamic 61-58 victory. When M. Brigida 
received the inbounds pass he just held on, as 
nothing could save Reading now, as they went 
down to a valiant defeat. 

It had all the earmarks of a great game 
when it began, and it had lived up to it until 
the end. The Sachems proved that they could 
come up with a big victory no matter where 
they played; it was all a matter of shining 
under pressure. They came through with 
flying colors.

They seem to improve with every game, 
but, unfortunately, the results remain the 
same.

McCall hoopsters 
over Lynch by 19

They say you can never go home again. 
Well, try telling that to Coach Earl Johnson 
and his McCall Spartans. For the first time in 
four years, the annual Lynch-McCall game 
was played in the cozy confines of the New 
Lincoln-Old McCall gymnasium, and the 
Spartans not only returned, they made their 
second coming a great success, stomping the 
Lynch Crusaders 68-49 before a packed house 
last Friday. 

Because the McCall gym’s floor is un¬ 
playable (a leak warped the surface during 
the Christmas vacation) the Spartans have 
been forced to play all of their nome games 
acrbss the street, and all of them have been 
wins. The last time these two cross-town 
rivals met there the players names were Todd 
Cronan, Dan Heffernan, Wayne Wills, 
Tommy Waite, Kirk Swanson, and "Spider” 
Adams. This year’s bunch didn’t let their 
predecessors down, by playing with the same 
hustle and spirit that has marked this game 
since its inception. 

Spartan Jim Kohr led all scorers with 15 
points, followed closely by teammates Jeff 
McGoldrick and Bob Cooke with 14. John 
Brosnan paced Lynch with 14. The game 
started out like a typical Lynch-McCall 
meeting, in that tensions were high, the 
players were tight, and the score was close. 

McCall broke on top 6-0 on the strength of a 
pair of Kohr baskets, and a hoop by 
McGoldrick. Lynch closed the gap to two at 8- 
6 on a high bank-shot by John Fallon and a 
drive by Tom Groux after a steal by Robby 
Horne. 

The game continued to be close, with 
McCall hanging on to slim one and three point 
ieads, before the Crusaders went ahead for 
the first time. Horne hit two free throws (this 
impressive little playmaker connected on his 
first seven of eight from the line) to make it 

13- 12, and then Brosnan swished a 7-footer 
from the right baseline to put Lynch on top, 

14- 13. 

The Spartans regained the lead and 
threatened to break it open when Brad 
Cowans powered one in to give his team a 17- 
15 edge. Brad then hit a free throw, and 
Robert Rigney did likewise to make it 19-15. 
But a free throw by Fallon, a runner by 
Brosnan, and two more free throws by Fallon, 
offset only by a 12-footer by Rigney closed the 
gap to 21-20 as the hectic first quarter ended. 

McCall doubled their scoring total in the 
second stanza, and at the end of that period 
clamped down on defense, to stake them¬ 
selves to a 42-32 halftime lead. But in the 
beginning Lynch hung tough and swapped 
leads with the east-siders. 

Alter a basket by Groux, however, McCall 
started to pull away. Cowan scored after a 
beautiful pass from McGoldrick to put the 
Spartans ahead, 27-26. Cooke then took a nice 
pass from Peter Tracy and drove in for two 
more. McGoldrick canned a free throw, and 
Tracy rebounded his missed second attempt 
and powered it home for a 32-26 lead. 

Tracy sank a free throw, missed the 
second, but Cooke was right there to gather it 
in and bang it back up and in for a 35-26 lead.

Eddie Pratt then sunk a free throw after a 
Lynch technical for a ten-point edge which 
stood up for the remainder of the half. Fallon 
stole the ball and drove in for a layup, making 
it 40-32, but Ron Dokus canned one from the 
far right-hand corner at the buzzer to match 
it. 

The Spartans began the third quarter with 
four straight points. Cooke forced one in off an 
inbounds pass, and Kohr grabbed a Dokus 
miss and layed it in for a 46-32 edge. Fallon 
(13 points) broke the spell with a top of the 
key jumper, but for the rest of the period 
McCall was content to trade hoops with the 
west-siders. Kohr hit one in the lane to close 
the session, with the Spartans comfortably in 
front, 53-40. 

Lynch was outscored at the beginning of 
the final frame, 10-5 as McCall salted it away. 
The Crusaders lost the services of Fallon, 
when he collected his fifth foul, and the 
Spartans were home free. When Cowan 
scored on a layup to give his team a 20-point 
65-45 lead, school was out. 

Brosnan scored a pair of hoops, and 
McGoldrick added the finishing touches to the 
victory with three foul shots to create the final 
of 68-49. The win evened McCall’s record at 4- 
4, while for Lynch it was their seventh loss in 
eight games. 

In the end it was Lynch’s inability to keep 
the McCall forwards, Cooke, Tracy, Kohr, 
and Cowan off the offensive boards which 
meant the difference. They came up with four 
very fine individual performances in 
Brosnan, Fallon, Groux (11 points), and 
Horne (11 points), but it wasn’t enough to stop 
the balanced McCall attack, in which every 


player scored. 

But there’s always a second chance, and 
the next game is in the Lynch gym on 
February 15. This time Coach Bill Chase and 
his Crusaders won’t be up against tradition.

Hoopsters swish by Melrose 
in bam-bumer 63 to 62 


Don Allard put it best, in the post game 
locker room. "Jim Burns,” he shouted, "no 
field goals attmepted, one field goal made. 
"James Burns, Winchester Sachem forward, 
while attempting to pass the ball to center 
Bob McCabe, inadvertently swished a 25- 
footer with six seconds left, to close off a 
classic game with Melrose at the high school, 
last Friday, 63-62 in. overtime. 

That stunning pass-that-went-in climaxed 
a game the Sachems, in all honestly, had no 
business in winning. Melrose convincingly 
destroyed the statement made by this writer 
earlier in the year that they just might be the 
easiest team to beat in the whole league, by 
grabbing an 11-point lead going into the final 
quarter, and hanging tough until that miracle 
by Burns. If Franco Harris’ reception in the 
Steeler-Raider football game of a few years 
back merits the nickname "the Immaculate 
Reception,” then certainly Burns’ play can be 
called "The Pass-over.” That’s exactly what 
it was. 

Winchester had the ball with 15 seconds 
left on the clock, trailing 62-61. The ball came 
into Donell Jones, who tried to hit Glenn Mills 
at the foul line with a pass. Instead he found 
Bob Brosnan alone on the right side arid threw 
it there. Brosnan hit Burns, who in turn tried 
to connect with McCabe. Luckily, he didn’t. 

Instead, the entire building watched in 
awe as the ball floated softly towards the 
basket. McCabe just watched as it went 
cleanly through the cords, while Burns 
doubled up in laughter. He was the most 
surprised person on the court as the winning 
points rang up on the scoreboard. Melrose 
managed to call a time out, but their final shot 
was off target and Glenn Mills pulled down 
the rebound to end it. 

The Red Raiders from Melrose are to be 
congratulated, however, for one of the finest 
performances against this Sachem team all 
year. For three and a half quarters they were 
in complete command - they seemed to score 
at will, while the locals had to struggle for 
every point. But when Ray Puntoni, the 
Raiders’ dynamic guard fouled out, the life 
seemed to ebb out of them. If he had remained 
for the entire game, it is quite possible there 
never would have been "The Pass-over.” 

Melrose began the game on a positive note, 
four seconds after the opening tap Puntoni 
drove in and got fouled. He made both the 
basket and free throw for a quick 3-0 lead. 
Then Bill Wlllwerth hit a 3-footer to make it 5- 
0, and already the Sachems could see they 
had their work cut out for them. There’d be no 
easy time of it this time around. 

Winchester came back however, and after 
a 20-footer by Don Allard, and a tapin by 
McCabe, had an 8-6 lead. But three straight 
Raider hoops, two in a row on long jumpers by 
Ron Mateucci and another bomb by Bob 
Kelly, made it 12-8, Melrose. The first quarter 
ended on a Kelly foul shot, giving the Raiders 
a 15-13 edge. 


Bob McCabe hit a big three-point play to 
give the Sachems the lead again at 18-17, but 
then six more points by Melrose changed the 
complexion of things. Puntoni (20 points) hit 
two free throws. Bill Simpson made one, 
Mateucci scored on a layup, and Willwerth 
connected on a charity toss to make it 23-18. 
The closest the Sachems would get after that 
was 24-21 on a McCabe tip. The half ended 
with Melrose comfortably ahead, 29-22. 

The closest Winchester came in the third 
quarter was five points, on three separate 
occasions. But each time Melrose would 
match a Sachem score with two points of their 
own, to further frustrate Winchester and its 
faithful flock of fans. After two free throws by 
Allard made it 40-35, the Raiders appeared as 
if they might just walk away with it. 

Willwerth drove in for two, Puntoni did 
likewise, and then Willwerth bagged a 15- 
footer as the period closed. Those six straight 
points had catapulted Melrose to an 11-point, 
46-35 lead, with only the final eight minutes to 
go. Winchester was up to the task. 

A three-point play by Jones out into four 
53-49. Puntoni then took advangate of the 
Sachem’s foul trouble by driving aggressively 
towards the hoop, and scoring both times for a 
57-49 lead with just over four minutes to play. 

The Sachems made the long climb back 
starting with two free throws by Timmy 
Powers. Glenn Mills then hit a clutch 10-footer 
(57-53), Allard followed with a beautiful 
driving layup (57-55) and the place went 
absolutely nuts when McCabe hit a short 
jumper to tie it up. Neither team could score 
after that big bucket, and for the fourth time 
this year, Winchester was involved in an 
overtime game. 

After an unsuccesful trip downcourt by the 
Sachems, Melrose’s Simpson got fouled. He 
sunk both shots to give his club a 59-57 lead. 
Mills came up with a super follow up of a miss 
to tie again, 59-59. Then Jim Eichel almost 
single-handedly won the game for the 
visitors. 

First he made a great move to the basket 
for a layup. Next he hit the first of a one and 
one from the foul line to give Melrose their 
final points, 62-59. Then disaster struck the 
proud Raiders. McCabe scored on a big 
turnaround in the lane from the right. It was 
then up to Burns. 

Jim looked to his big man, McCabe, for a 
layup, and with six seconds remaining looped 
a pass up high from about twenty-five feet 
away on the right side of the court. Well, the 
pass went right over McCabe and didn’t stop 
going until it fell cleanly through the basket. 
It will go down in history as one of the 
greatest "passes” in basketball history. It set 
a precedent by cutting out the middleman in 
the prescribed formula of the ball going to 
another player to be considered a pass. Burns 
is also the only player ever to receive an 
assist and a field goal on the same play. 

But, although he'll be forever kidded about 


it. Burns nevertheless was the hero. He had 
the right idea in the first place - get ^e ball to 
McCabe and the end result was the same 
anyway. 

It was wild, it was wooly, and it was 
hilarious all at the same time. Name another 
team that combines those three charac¬ 
teristics and blends them together into a win 
as well as the Sachems. They put on quite a 
show but it’s those surprise endings which 
really kill you. 

Basketball Notes: The Sachems’ record in 
overtime games this year is 4-0. Some teams 
just seem to thrive on adversity...If you took 
in both games of the JV-Varsity 
doubleheader, you certainly got your money’s 
worth. The JV’s won a thrilling double 
overtime game from Melrose, with big man 
Gary Floyd giving a stellar performance. 
Gary scored 7 points in the two overtime 
periods, two final goals and 3 for 4 from the 
foul line...One can’t say enough about the fine 
job the Melrose team did the entire game. 
They were embarrassed (64-42) on their home 
court the last time these two teams played 
and seemed bent on making up for it. Ray 
Puntoni, especially, should be congratulated 
for “almost” pulling off a major upset.

During one unbelievably 
embarrasing stretch of three minutes, Chris 
Gill in the penalty box all the time with a 
major for high-stickmg, Stoneham scored 
four power play goals.

line on the night) Burlington scored the 
quarter’s last four points to give Winchester a 
65-45 bulge going into the final 8 minutes. The 
party lasted the rest of the game. 

Winchester slowly but surely blew the 
Devils off the court. Another 8-point stretch 
gave the Sachems their biggest lead of the 
entire season. With the score 71-47, the final 
push unfolded. McCabe scored on a layup, 
Powers did likewise. Mills connected on a 
drive, and Powers hit two free throws for an 
awesome 32-point edge, 79-47. After two free 
throws by Mike Serra, McCabe put the icing 
on the cake. 

It was Allard and Winchester’s big man on 
a two on one break, and everyone knew what 
to expect - dunk! Robert latched on to the 
pass, and from a standing position jammed 
the ball with a fervor as the near-capacity 
throng on hand exploded. Minutes later the 
upset was a reality, and the Winchester 
basketball program basked in one of its 
greatest moments. 

Even before the game. Coach Wheeler was 
confident that this squad could do it. The 
optimism seemed to run rampant, and the 
Sachem squad was never more mentally 
prepared for a game than this one. They were 
sky-high, and this w'as one night when there 
was no stopping them. 

To be fair about the whole thing, 
Burlington was without the services of their 
ace guard Lee Crutchfield, and it was evident 
that they missed his calming influence and 
steady ball handling on the floor.

Effective February 1, 1977, and pursuant to the authorization granted under 
Section 2 of Chapter 8 and Section 3.7 of Chapter 3 of the General By-Laws of the 
Town of Winchester, the Winchester Board of Selectmen have adopted licensing 
rules and regulations governing the conduct of Garage Sales, Flea Markets. 
Estate Sales and like activities. 

It is the intent of these rules and regulations to provide a mechanism for 
allowing, subject to reasonable and appropriate controls, certain types of ac¬ 
tivities having to do with the sale of second-hand articles within the community 
while at the same time preserving the residential atmosphere of the various

It IS further the intent of these rules and regulations to enhance traffic and 
pedestrian safety through the provision of appropriate restrictions on the placing 
(if signs and advertising devices on utility poles, traffic signs, street signs, and 
public trees

relating to the sale of second hand articles by persons or groups customarily 
engaged in such activities as a business shall be limited to those locations within 
the Town of Winchester which the Town, through its Zoning By-Law, has set aside 
for the conduct of businitss 

Any person, organization or corporation intending to conduct a Garage Sale, 
Flea Market, Estate Sale. Rummage Sale, Yard Sale, Porch Sale or any similar 
activity by a different name must make application for a permit to conduct such 
activity ut the office of the Board of Selectmen not less than fifteen i IS) calendar 
days prior to the date of the proposed activity. If such an application is granted by 
the Board of Selectmen, or its designated representative, a permit shall be issued 
to the person, organization or corporation to conduct such activity and such 
permit must be available at all times on the site during the term of the sale

Tribute 


Excerpts from a memorial 
service for Horace H. Ford. 

Some time ago Tufts 
University honored Horace 
Ford as one of the out¬ 
standing athletes in that 
university’s history. Among 
the phrases which they used 
to describe his contribution 
was “peerless infielder.” 
There were professional 
baseball facts to substantiate 
that claim. In 1929 Horace 
established the amazing 
record of 11 putouts in one 
game. Another year, with 
teammates Hughie Critz, 
George "High Pockets” 
Kelley, “Hod” Ford, as he 
was known in baseball cir¬ 
cles, achieved with these 
teammates a record yet 
unbroken of 128 double plays 
in 149 games. 

But Horace didn’t live to 
break records. Nor did he live 
to squeeze the last dollar into 
a baseball contract. You have 
to consult contemporary 
athletes to seek an un¬ 
derstanding of that 
phenomenon. Horace played 
baseball as he lived life, with 
a quiet spoken, spontaneous, 
warm enthusiasm. He played 
the game because he loved it. 

To him, in baseball, as in 
life, it was active in¬ 
volvement that mattered. He 
was honored once with a 
lifetime pass to any National 
League game he ever wanted 
to go to. That is a rare honor. 
But there is nothing rare 
about his response to the pass 
itself. He never used it! He 
wanted to play be part of it, 
not watch. 

Horace Ford’s contribution 
lo baseball particularly as 
star shortstop for the Boston 
Braves and Cincinnati Reds 
represents not only an era for 
baseball but an era in the 
American character - a time 


when sport was sport and not 
just another capital in¬ 
vestment - a time when you 
would care more to see 
Horace Ford’s incredible 
agility on the field, his gentle 
manner and smile off the 
field, than you cared whether 
he made a record for the Hall 
of Fame or the team won the 
pennant - a time when right 
or wrong was founded in the 
name of the highest good for 
society and the importance of 
personal character not in the 
name of that more modern 
ethical principal “how I will 
gain by the standards I 
choose to follow.” 

Horace embodied a very 
.special age in baseball, an 
age he shared with his 
friends, McGraw, Mathuson, 
Ruth. His life leaves us also 
with a very special legacy of 
spirit and gentle manner. 
When you look closely at such 
values, for all our social 
upheaveal, they still have for 
many, an attractiveness and 
importance, a meaning, 
which in part sums up the 
character of America. His 
life is a legacy for all, but 
especially for the young. The 
records one day will all be 
broken, the old heroes one 
day will all be replaced. 
America will always be in 
Robert Frost’s words “a land 
vaguely realizing.” But just 
when proud, young 
generations proclaim new 
utopias, new records, there 
will be those of older 
generations, equally dear 
who beckon to us and call to 
hear: “Remember us! We too 
cared, worked, achieved, 
believed.”

Charge ‘illegal’ use of school property for political reasons 


Clara M. Hewis of 91 Swanton st., told The 
Star she has complained to the attorney 
general that the president of the Wyman 
Parents’ Association used school supplies 
illegally to support two school committee 
candidates. 

Ms. Hewis told The Star that President 
Sandra Pomeroy of 29 Lakeview rd.. acted 
‘‘illegally, immorally and improperly” in 


mentioning the candidates in a notice to 
parents about regular school concerns, in¬ 
cluding information about two meetings and 
other imformation customarily sent to the 
parents via their children. 

Ms. Hewis complains that the ‘immoral 
part’ was in pushing political candidates in a 
message via the children; that the illegal part 
was in use of the Wyman School equipment to

run off the memo to the parents, and that the 
entire affair was improper. However, she 
said the immoral and improper parts might 
depend upon the point of view. 

While she felt it was illegal to use the 
school equipment and town funds for the 
purf'jae, others said the question of illegality 
is somewhere along a grey borderline. 

Mrs. Pomeroy, asked for a statement by 
The Star, said that she was guilty of "a naive 
indescretion” but did no willful wrong. She 
said she talked with Superintendent William 
C. MacDonald who quoted a regulation that 
makes it a borderline question of propriety. 
‘‘It was a transgression for which we have 
been reprimanded,” she said. 

Ms. Hewis was awaiting a call back from 
the attorney general’s office at press time. 
She was not certain, she said, how far she 
intended to press the issue. 

Apparently as far as the .superintendent 


was concerned, it was not illegal, perhaps, 
but not proper to insert an endorsement for 
political candidates. 

Mrs. Pomeroy said the board of the 
parents association intends to reimburse the 
school department for the amount of funds, 
estimated at around $10, involved in the 
mimeographing of the notice. 

The candidates endorsed in the notice are 
Kathy Alexander and Heinrich Holland, 
neither of whom was aware of it. 

The part of the notice objected to said: 
“There are two very special candidates for 
school committee who deserve our attention 
and help: Cathy Alexander and Dick Holland. 
Both..are more than qualified to meet the 
demands of the Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee. They need your help.” 

The meetings referred to were of a CSA 
open meeting and for a school committee 
meeting for the school redistricting. 


Under School Superintendent William C. 
MacDonald’s recommended redistricting of 
school lines, which he presented to the school 
committee Monday night, the Ambrose 
School would receive 59 additional students 
and the Lincoln School 148 from the Wyman 
School district. 

In addition, the 17 Wyman district pupils 
who are currently attending Ambrose under 
this year’s open enrollment would continue to 
go to that school. 

Two special education classes, one each 
from Lincoln and Ambrose, would be moved 
to the Parkhurst School. Parkhurst, which 
now has 92 empty seats, would also receive 
new students from what is now the Ambrose 
district. 

MacDonald outlined his recommendations 
to the committee and several dozen parents at 
(he Ambrose School Monday night. His two- 
part plan is as follows: 

Redistrict to Ambrose 34 youngsters 
currently in the Wyman district who live 
closer to Ambrose than Lincoln. If assigned to 
Lincoln, they would require transportation 
because they would be more than a mile from 
the school. 

MacDonald said that in a few cases he 
physically measured the distance from house 
to school. 

Of the 34 identified, 13 are in grades 1-3 
(second floor primary unit) and 21 are in 
grades 4-6 (third floor intermediate). 

The streets involved are Woudside 5, 
Wildwood 4‘2-49, Harrison 10, Cabot 34-46. 
Lawrence 10. Warren 19, 21, Calumet 22, 
Everett ave. 10-23, Sheffield IH-23, Alesworth 
4 and 5. 

The enrollment figures at Ambrose would 
then change, leaving 26 seats available at the 
primary level and 17 at the intermediate 

The second step of the plan is to extend the 
Ambrose district by movement toward 
Wyman School and to use Fletcher-Bacon as a 
natural division for districting. 

An additional 21 children would then be 
added to the Ambrose enrollment. Streets 

Patrolman Yeanacopolis 


involved in this part of the plan are Stratford, 
Sheffield, Alesworth, Church (from Bacon up 
to Ambrose), Calumet, and Cabot. 

From these streets. Ambrose would 
receive 14 children in grades 4-6 and 7 in 
grades 1-3. The resulting empty seats would 
number 17 in grades 1-3 and 4 in grades 4-6. 

According to MacDonald, this would 
virtually eliminate open enrollment in kin¬ 
dergarten and grades 4-6. He did recommend 
leaving ten open seats in grades 1-3 and would 
choose students for the remaining seats by 
lottery, proximity to Ambrose (specifically 
Bacon street 85-93, Harrington, and Fletcher 
32-90), or preferential treatment for families 
whose children are now attending Ambrose. 

The total enrollment effect at Ambrose 
would then be: 

Grades 1-3 would have 105 students with a 
capacity for 122 on the second floor. 

Grades 4-6 would have 121 students with a 
capacity for 125 on the third floor. 

There would be 25 kindergarteners at¬ 
tending a morning session and none in the 
afternoon. 

The total enrollment at Ambrose would be 
251, up from the 203 if there no redistricting. 

The library currently on the third floor 
would remain, but the 1200 square feet of 
science space would be eliminated and 
science areas set up within classrooms. 

The 1200 square feet would give an 
equivalent 27 seats, based on the 45-square- 
feet-per-pupil standard for student capacity. 

The special education classroom at 
Ambrose would be used as the kindergarten 
room and the special ed class would be moved 
to Parkhurst. 

The other school whose enrollment would 
change under MacDonald’s plan is the Lin¬ 
coln School. 

Assuming that the Mystic portables 
remain and that 70 children from Wyman are 
redistricted to Ambrose, the Lincoln School 
would receive a maximum of 148 Wyman

The Winchester School Committee and the 
Winchester Education Association have 
reached a tentative agreement on a two-year 
teacher contract covering fiscal years 1977- 
1978. A memo of understanding was signed 
last Thursday by Robert S. Frank for the 
school committee and Catherine Sheridan for 
the Winchester Education Association pen¬ 
ding ratification by both parties. 

According to Catherine Fallon, 
spokesperson for the school committee 
negotiating team, ‘‘It is good to .see that 
despite the length of the negotiations an 
amicable settlement has been reached that is 
fair and equitable for both parties.” 

The Association representatives are 
pleased that the negotiations have been 
concluded, according to Catherine Sheridan 
spokesperson for the WE A. ‘‘The bargaining 
team of the WEA is optimistic that its 
recommendation to ratify this agreement will 
be endorsed by the teachers,” she said. 

The WEA procedures required for this 
action have already been initiated. The 
meeting for ratification is scheduled for 
Wednesday, March 2. 

Memo of understanding between Win¬ 
chester School Committee and Winchester 
Education Association.

students. 

Although kindergarten figures are not 
known for certain, MacDonald anticipates 
grades K-3 will have 217 students, grades 4-6 
will have 196, and the special education 
students would number 17, some of whom 
may be redistricted to Parkhurst. 

The total of 430 is up from 289 with no 
redistricting. 

Committee member Robert Frank 
questioned MacDonald on the financial im¬ 
plications and the shifting of special needs 
children under his proposal. 

The superintendent responded that he had 
discussed the crossing guard quota with 
Safety Officer John McKinley and that only 
one additional guard would be needed at the 
Central-Lakeview area near Lincoln. That 
guard could probably come from the current 
force, MacDonald said. 

The question of the integrating special 
needs students brought several comments 
from the floor. 

Frank wondered if there were a relation 
between enrollment and the ability of a study 
body to absorb special needs students. 

MacDonald answered that the only change 
for the students would be a bus stopping at 
Parkhurst rather than at Ambrose. The 
teacher would remain the same. 

Cathy Fallon added that most of the 
special ed students involved spend about 75 
percent of their time in special classrooms 
and are not integrated into the student body. 

Tom Foley, the parent of a special 
education student, inquired about the 
psychological effects of shifting from one 
situation to another. 

MacDonald assured Foley that he would 
bring the matter up with special education 
coordinator Frank Bianco. 

Major concern was expressed about the 
transition from a relatively “closed 
classroom’’ environment at Wyman to the 
“open classroom’’ of Ambrose. 

MacDonald said. “There is no question

on Main street. 

Officer Parsons gave a description of three 
men wearing dark jackets, one plaid, and ski 
masks.

You have a choice 

It is the role of the weekly newspaper to provide for its readers that which is not available 
elsewhere — principally news about their own community. We sometimes reach out for 
material which, while not originating in Winchester, is so pertinent generally, and not 
available through other media to which our subscribers may attuned, that we felt it was 
appropriate to present the following for the benefit of our whole community. It is a speech 
given by the headmaster of Roxbury Latin School at the start of the winter term Jan. 3. It 
bears repeating. Mr.F.W. Jarvis to his students in the school’s Rousmaniere Hall: 

Below are Sir. Jarvis’ remarks to the School in Rousmaniere Hall at the start of the 
Winter Term. January 3. 1977 

If you turned your television on a few minutes before the football games in the last few 
days, or left it on a few minutes after those same games ended, you will have heard in¬ 
dividuals and panels of experts offering up words of wisdom and insight about the year just 
ended or about the coming year. New Year’s is a time — if ever there was one — for cliches. 

It therefore seems appropriate that as the theme of my unforgettable beginning-of-the- 
term. New Year’s address — 1 should offer you the latest and currently most fashionable 
cliche: namely, “we live in a rapidly changing world.” 

The fact that we live in a rapidly changing world is so discussed and documented that it 
hardly seems necessary for me to elaborate on it. Therefore, I propose to address the issue 
of values or ethics in the rapidly changing world.” 

The fact that we live in a rapidly changing world is so discussed and documented that it 
hardly seems necessary for me to elaborate on it. Therefore, I propose to address the issue 
of values or ethics in the rapidly changing world we live in. 

The old values of our Judeo-Christian heritage, which have so long influenced man’s 
behavior, it is a cliche to note, are really no longer valid in our complex and rapidly 
changing times. 

There was a time when those values — honesty, respect, self-sacrifice, concern for 
others, the courage to stand alone for what is right and true — were possible and effective. 
Alas, however, they are no longer valid, and, while we can look back nostagically to a 
simpler time when they meant something, today they are just passe (so the cliche goes). 

Honesty is very often not the best policy. It doesn’t get you very far in a job or in a school 
or in relationships. Crime very often does pay. 

In this dog-eat-dog world, one may pay lip service to concern for others, but really one 
better watch out for big no. 1 first and foremost, because no one else will. One must not be 
blatantly dishonest or selfish. One must do one’s bit for society, provided of course that it 
doesn ’t interfere too much with the principal concerns of life. 

Self-sacrifice is a concept without much impact in a world in which material comfort and 
well-being are valued more highly than anything. 

Over a decade ago, sociologists established the fact that if one wished to be a success in 
life, one should become a corporation person. The individual who stands up for some cause 
— alone and unyielding — will simply be left behind. If you wish to be well-adjusted you 
accept the values and standards of those around you; you don’t try to be holier than thou, 
you don’t “Cause trouble” by being different. I doubt that many of us here today are really 
thinking about making the world better, about standing alone for anything in the world. 
Most os us are well-adjusted. We’re dreaming the realistic dream of 2.3 children, a dog and 
a cat. a ranch wagon, and a house in the suburbs. Far from contemplating any endeavor in 
life that might isolate us or arouse opposition or cost us, we are mostly desirous of being well 
adjusted, inoffensive. 

We will use the right underarm deodorant before the tennis game and the right tooth¬ 
paste to make our breath kissing sweet. And we will fit in. 

The so-called heroes of the past we now know, weren’t all that heroic. Everyone knows 
the reports about Martin Luther King’s exciting sex life. Everyone has heard a doctor’s 
recent evaluation that Albert Schweitzer’s hospital used out-of-date medical practices. If 
anything such idealists cause more trouble than the good they do. 

So goes the national sport of debunking, the smug ridicule of anyone who dares dream 
big dreams, who cares to care all-the-way. 

Are Things Really Different? 

The lie that runs through all of what I have said is the cliche, “We live in a rapidly 
changing world,” which has a correlary cliche, “the values of honesty, respect, self- 
sacrifice, concern for others, the courage to stand alone for what is right and true, these 
values no longer have bearing in our complex and rapidly changing world.” 

I would like to submit to you this morning the proposition that nothing has changed, that 
our time, in all important respects is no different from any other in history — not more 
complex or confusing, not more difficult or demainding. 

When the prophet Amos came into the city of Samaria 2500 years ago, he deplored that 
society’s degeneracy and called for a return to the old values of honestly, respect, com¬ 
passion. self-sacrifice. The affluent of Samaria would hear none of it: those old values, they 
said, had no meaning in the modern world, they were irrelevant to contemporary life. 

When Amos refused to buy the argument that these values were irrelevant, when he 
refused to shut up, when he challenged the complacent self-indulgence of his listeners, he 
was driven out of the city: “Get out of here, you troublemaker,” they cried. 

Socrates — in ancient Athens — was sentenced to death for challenging the self-satisfied 
Athenians. When a group of well-intentioned friends tried to persuade him to let them sneak 
him out of town, Socrates refused. His friends were indignant; they didn’t really believe that 
one should suffer for one’s convictions. 

Victimized by his fellow townsmen, unsupported by his friends, Socrates remained in 
Athens to die — alone — for what he thought was right. 

When 2000 years ago Jesus of Nazareth challenged — by the sincreity and commitment of 
his life — the smug complacency of the Scribes and Pharisees, when he challenged their 
materialism, their dishonesty, their sophisticated self-indulgence their keeping-up-with- 
the-Joneses’ morality, he was first threatened and then put to death. 

The fact is that it has always been costly and lonely to be honest, to dare to care. Things 
are no more complex, no more difficult now than they were then. In every age for one 
Abraham Lincoln you have 10 Richard Nixons. For one Socrates you have 10 moral cynics 
such as Alcibiades, or 10 friends like Socrates’ friends who are prepared to rationalize the 
so-called “old values” away and to provide excuses for dishonesty and for copping out. 

It is difficult and costly in every generation for the few to stand for honesty and com¬ 
passion and sincere commitment to others. The few will be laughed at and ridiculed, and, if 
they persist and won’t go away, then they will often be silenced. The prophets of Israel were 
stoned, Socrates was senteced to death, Jesus of Nazareth was crucified, Martin Luther 
King was assassinated.

Six thousand years ago an Egyptian described his society on a tablet of stone 
which can lx? seen today. It reads: “Our society is degenerate. People no longer hold to the 
old values." 

That ancient Egyptian believed he lived in a rapidly changing w'orld in which the old 
values of honesty and respect and compassion were no longer valid or relevant to the

Records problem 

EDITOR OF THE STAR; 

The following letter was sent to Win¬ 
chester Town Manager Thomas Groux: 

Dear Mr.Groux: 

I lived in Winchester, at 209 Mystic Valley 
pkwy., for 23 years. Because of my health I 
had to sell my home last spring. Unable to get 
the kind of apartment I desired in Winchester, 

1 most regretfully moved to Arlington. 

However, I’m not writing about the 
scarcity of apartments in town. This is well- 
known, and some steps are being taken to 
remedy the situation. 

As I recall, when you took office, one of 
your goals was set to coordinate data 
processing and record-keeping for the town, 
and to streamline and reduce the cost of these 
activities. I realize that this is not always 
easy, and that you have to operate sometimes 
under policies not of your choosing. 

Recently, I received - addressed to me at. 
209 Mystic Valley pkwy. and forwarded by the 
long-suffering Post Office employees in 
Winchester, a Tax Bill for the house which I 
sold on April 23,1976. It may interest you (and 
the Selectmen) to learn (hat it took me almost 
one hour of concerted effort to find out which 
town office (or offices) were concerned, and 
what I should do about this bill. About half of 
the time was spent trying to get to an office, 
where the line was constantly busy. This is an 
extraordinarily busy time in my office, and I 
could ill afford the time. 

What I learned was that: 

1. The town clerk’s office change their 
records only by the annual census, as of 
January 1. This is being worked on now for 
1977. 

2. The collector of taxes makes out the 1977 
tax bill, based on the records of the Registry 
of Deeds as of January, 1976. This, despite the 
fact that the transfer of property was 
recorded personally by my lawyer and the 
lawyer of the new owners, Donna and Frank 
Curtis, on the very day of passing papers. 
April 23. 1976, or the next morning. 

3. This erroneous bill is not to be returned 
to either the collector of taxes nor the town 
clerk, but to the assessor’s office. That I’m 
doing right now. 

It does seem to me. with all the computers 
and affiliated equipment available now a 
days, that town managers should rise up and 
demand that their records be updated, when 
legitimate, more than once a year, and (hat 
often after the fact, by as much as six months 
to a year! The residents would applaud any 
way that their fiscal lives could be made 
easier.

Splitting teachers in fifths

Some yeast bread delights

One sweet yeast bread recipe with two 
variations proved to be a winner for two 
young sisters in the last Town Day baking 
contest. 

Alison Hagge, 9 a fourth grader at Wyman 
School, and her sister Damaris, 7, who is in 
second grade, impressed contest officials 
when they submitted yeast breads. 

Both sisters used the same recipe, but 
varied the seasonings and the shaping of the 
dough. Alison prepared a bohemian braided 
loaf. Demaris shaped a simpler pecan ring. 

Mrs. Carl Hagge, Ginn rd., is pleased that 
her daughters are enthusiastic about cooking. 
But her calmness, encouragement and en¬ 
thusiasm is partly responsible for the girls’ 
interest. “Baking yeast breads isn’t that 
hard,” she commented. “I don’t think there is 
anything that kids can’t do.” 

The girls have tried their skills at cake and 
cookie decorating with pastry tubes. Alison 
has made successful crepes and mousses. In 
fact, she is trying to create a pie with a 
mousse-type filling for the next Town Day 
contest in June. 

Bohemian Braided Bread 

'2 cup warm water (110 to 115 degrees) 

2 packages yeast 

l */2 cups scalded milk, cooled 

>2 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

2 eggs 

'2 cup soft butter 
7 to 7>/^ cups flour 
2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
'.j teaspoon mace 
1 cup raisins 


1 cup chopped blanched almonds 

Dissolve yeast in water. Add milk, sugar, 
salt, eggs, shortening and half the flour. Mix 
with a spoon until smooth. Beat in lemon rind, 
mace, raisins and almonds. Add enough 
remaining flour to handle easily. Knead until 
smooth (5 minutes). Revolve in greased bowl, 
bringing greased side up. Cover and let rise 
until double in bulk about V/z hours. Punch 
down—let rise again for 30 minutes. Divide in 
half. 

To shape bread: divide each half into four 
equal parts. Shape three parts into 14-inch 
strands. Braid loosely. Fasten ends and tuck 
under. Divide the remaining piece into three 
sections. Shape into 12-inch long strands. 
Braid and place on top of first braid. Repeat 
steps to make second loaf from other half of 
the dough. 

Cover and let rise until double in bulk 45 to 
60 seconds. Bake 30 to 40 minutes at 350 
degrees. Ice while still warm with powdered 
sugar-milk mixture drizzled on top of braid. 
Decorate with candied cherries and pecan 
halves. 

Pecan Twist recipe alternate: Follow the 
above recipe omitting the lemon rind, mace, 
raisins and almonds, up to the point where the 
dough is divided into two parts. Roll out each 
part into a rectangle 12 by 15-inches. Cover 
with melted butter; sprinkle with brown 
sugar and chopped pecans. Roll up into a 15- 
inch log. Bring ends together to make a circle. 
Cut circle with a sharp knife at one-inch in¬ 
tervals about one-inch deep. Bake 30 to 40 
minutes at 350 degrees. Drizzle with con¬ 
fectioner’s sugar which has been mixed with 
milk to spreading consistency. Decorate with 
candied cherries.

Being a 1974 graduate of the Winchester 
School System, presently a third-year art 
history major at Massachusetts College of Art 
in Boston, and currently involved in 
developing a student organized student-artist 
gallery on Newbury street and as a teacher’s 
assistant at the high school art department, it 
is .safe to say 1 have more than an occasional 
interest in student artists. The quality of the 
Winchester High School students’ art work 
and the sincere interest in art has progressed 
to a level I wish was possessed by the 
majority of my high school art classes. 

I’m sure most of the citizens of our for¬ 


tunate town have seen the December 30, 1976 
issue of The Winchester Star, including the 
advertising supplement, with ads designed by 
the high school students. Perhaps some of the 
citizenry were lucky enough to see the on¬ 
going exhibits in store windows that some 
Winchester merchants kindly allowed the 
high school art department to use. The 
responsibility for this increased awareness 
belongs to Tom Tracy, John Walker, and 
Lynn Atkinson who, with their fine instruction 
and encouragement, have built both student 
and community interest in art. But do not 
make the mistake of blaming this remarkable 
creative process and the products of it on the 
Winchester School Committee believed by me 
to be ultimately responsible for the 
outrageous deficits in the students — no, your 
children’s — self expression through art. 
P'orgive my presupposition, but no more 
would one expect to enter a library and not 
find books than would the patron of Leonardo 
DaVinci have expected him to create a Mona 
Lisa without paint. 

The lack of awareness and responsibility 
by the school committee in overseeing the 
allocation of funds to specifically the art 
program, has resulted in the absence of 
(would you believe it?) oil paint and wood and 
cement for sculpture. Regretfully, it’s true. 
This unfortunate fact not only denies your 
children of completing an elective course 
chosen out of genuine interest, but leaves one 
of the best high school art facilities in the 
state idle. Perhaps the town isn’t aware of the 
superiority of the high school art instructors 
or the potential of their own children. 

We may be able to brag about our status 
according to Ladies Home Journal, but it 
seems Boston Magazine was more realistic. 

In this education-conscious community we 
live in, the school committee seems to be 
neglectful of the duties owed to their con¬ 
stituents...a great majority who will be voting 
age soon. 

Art is no longer considered a luxury, but - 
instead a necessity. 

I don’t believe Franklin D. Roosevelt felt 
he was wasting federal monies when he 
organized and funded American artists 
during the Depression. I also do not believe 
that our resident artists Jim Dobbins, Mary 
Jack King, Marie Maravigna and many 
others are aware of the art department’s 
plight, or that an average of 15 students per 
year graduating from Winchester High 
School go to college as art majors. 

If these students are to be included in the 
list of graduates who continue on in higher 
education (the list that has built Winchester’s 
reputation) then the art program must be 
considered seriously and the problem of lack 
of supplies confronted and dealt with — not 


ignored. 

If this matter is to be forgotten by the 
school committee, or merely tolerated, that’s 
nothing new. If, instead, the school committee 
chooses to act on this matter, I offer my 
assistance in any way necessary to clarify 
and correct the problem. 

In closing, I would like to add that Mr. 
Thomas Tracy, Mr. John Walker and Ms. 
Lynn Atkinson have no knowledge of the 
existence of this letter to you sir, the editor, or 
to the citizens of our town. I have no idea what 
their reaction will be. However, I possessed 
the desire and the position (non-town- 
employee) to voice my view.

complexities of the modern world. 

The Individual's Choice Today 

You are faced with exactly the same choice people have always been faced with. Will you 
be on the side of the many or the few? Will you choose the easy way or hard? Will you 
rationalize your way to sophisticated self-indulgence, or will you dare to choose the hard 
and often the lonely way of sacrifice, honesty, sincerity, commitment to others? 

We have been tempted in our time to evade this individual commitment by our assum¬ 
ption that social and political programs or education would somehow make a better society. 

We are therefore surprised that when people are moved from slums to a new federal 
housing project the crime rate soars. Material well-being seems to have little causual 
relation to moral virtue. 

We somehow think that better education will change society, yet in the United States, 
where more money and effort are spent on education than anywhere on earth, even 
suburban junior high schools are often zoos in which not only academic standards have 
measurably and demonstrably fallen, but in which crime and vandalism abound at an ever- 
increasing rate. We do well to remember that the morality of a graduate student at Harvard 
is not notably superior to that of an illiterate tribesman in the wilds of Africa. 

Government, social programs, and education don’t control the quality of society..The 
quality of life in each generation is determined by the few individuals who dare to care. 
Jesus said to the tiny band of people who followed him: “You are the salt of the earth.” We 
know from our own experience that a few tiny grains of salt can transform the taste of a 
whole meal. So. Jesus said, a tiny number of apparently insignificant individuals-who-cbre 
can transform society. 

It was to produce just such individuals-who-care that this school was founded. The 
founding fathers of our school were not principally concerned about getting boys into 
college. They were not principally concerned about setting boys up so they could get a good 
job later and become affluent members of society. They were principally concerned about 
educating young men who would care about others. The School’s objective, in their words, 
was to “fit (students) for public service both in Churche and Commonwealthe.” The 
School’s objective was to produce salt for the world’s future — a few lives whose influence 
might help change society for the better in each generation. 

It is easy midst the daily demands of life in this place — to lose perspective, to forget 
why we are doing what we’re doing. 

Hvery one of us in this Hall has been given much: you are receiving the finest education 
available, you have had the gates of opportunity opened, and you are blessed with countless 
advantages in life. The real question is: how will you use the advantages and opportunities 
you have been given. Will you choose the way of sophisticated self-indulgence, or will you 
dare to care? As students of this school you stand in a great traditon. Roxbury Latin has 
been notable for the graduates it has produced who have given their lives and energies to the 
public good, who have dared to choose the way of the few, who have dared to stand apart 
from the conformist madding crow-d. 

You must decide for yourself about your own life. In every generation most people 
choose the easier, more comfortable way. T.S. Eliot has memorialized these people who 
choose the comfortable and complacent life: 

A cry from the North, from the West 
and from the South: 

Whence thousands travel daily 
tothetimekeptCity. 

Where my word is unspoken. 

In the land of lobelias and tennis flannels: 

The rabbit shall burrow and thorn revisit. 

The nettle shall flourish in the gravel court. 

And the wind will say: Here 
were decent godless people: 

Their only monument the asphalt road 
and a thousand lost golf balls. 

That is the epitaph of the many who choose the easy way, of those who make excuses. It 
is the epitaph of the self-indulgent, the epitaph of the dull. 

There is another way. It is harder and more costly and more lonely. It is the way chosen 
by the few, by individuals, in every generation. It is the way of the few who dare to care. 
Whatever else this other way is, it is not dull. It is, I would submit, really more interesting, a 
lot more fun, and ultimately more rewarding. 

Prayer 

0 God our Father, as we stand before you at the start of a new term, give us the courage 
to ask ourselves what we are doing and want to do with our lives. Give us the vision to set 
high goals for ourselves: to work hard, to do our best in every aspect of life. And, above all, 
give us the sensitivity to be aware of those around us, and the desire to reach out to one 
another with understanding and compassion.

Commitlee, if an awefome S149..Sfll. This 
money, which comes from the taxpayers, will 
pay for such necessities as transportation for 
each of the teams, uniforms, coaches, and ice 
time for the hockey team. 

But what is the budget for the Music 
Department? We read nothing about it in The 
Winchester Star, probably because it is so 
minimal in comparison with the sports 
budget. The Music Department has few 
major expenses, yet most of the money for 
these expenses comes from funds raised by 
the department itself, or by the Friends of the 
Music Department. The money supplied to 
the Music Department by the town, for the 
present school year, is $3,300 - a mere fraction 
of that allocated to the Athletic Department. 
And to pay for activities such as the musical 
and the exchange concert, the Music 
Department will need an additional $12,000. 

Because of this terrible imbalance of 
financial support, parents of students in¬ 
volved in the Music Department arc cheated. 
Last year, there were five students selected to 
represent Winchester in the Massachusetts 
All-State Music Festival. The registration fee 
for each person was $40. and although it was 
an honor to be chosen for this festival, the 
town paid for only >•.» of this fee; each parent 
had to pay $20. Yet the taxpayers send the 
football team to pre-season training camp 
each summer. 

Because music, like sports, is an im¬ 
portant part of many students’ lives. 1 feel 
that the town should re-evaluate its priorities 
and give the Music Department its fair share 
of financial support.

A neu physical education program is in 
I he offing at the senior high school us a result 
ol phys ed director Jan Dolan’s proposal for 
Project .Adventure.” an approach similar in 
concept to the Outward Hound programs in 
outdoor survival. 

Project Adventure, now offered in 35 high 
schools in the state, is designed “to develop 
balance, agility, cooperation, willingness to 
trust, willingness to try and sometimes 
willingness to fait.” according to a memo 
distributed to the school committee Monday 
night 

Pointing to the balcony and winding 
staircase in the Sanborn House, Ms. Dolan 
said. “See that balcony there? Take away the 
stairs and find a way. working together, to get 
everyone onto the balcony. How do you get up, 
who goes first, who goes last, how does the 
last one get up?” 

That is the essence of the program, which 
uses a ropes course, a series of logs, ropes, 
swings <md similar devices derived from 
Outward Bound 


‘“There is some physical danger involved, 
but 1 think with trained teachers, this course 
will give students an altitude of cooperation 
and success which they might otherwise 
miss.” Ms Dolan said. 

She was at the meeting to request funding 
for six physical education teachers to learn, 
in a five-day training program, how to teach 
the program. The cost is $1200. 

The training session is scheduled for the 
last full school week in June, but Ms. Dolan 
has arranged staffing so that minimum 
substitution will be needed during that week, 
which is in the exam period at the high school. 

After considerable discussion about the 
financial merits of training the teachers and 
the scheduling problems. Superintendent 
William C. MacDonald .said, ““Your job is to 
vote on the merits of the program. The rest is 
administrative Do you want such a program 
in the high school?” 

The vote was unanimously in favor of 
Project Adventure.

Student studies 

Mexican ruins 

Edward Quinn was one of 
19 Hartwick College students 
involved in intensive study of 
the pre-Columbian 
civilizations of Mexico during 
December. Edward, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward L. 
Quinn of Winchester spent the 
month touring and examining 
archeological treasures left 
by the advanced civilizations 
which flourished in pre¬ 
historic Mexico. 

With Dr. David Jeffres of 
the Hartwick College Modern 
and Classical Languages 
Department, the group 
examined artifacts from the 
Mayan, Aztec, Olmec. 
Zapotec and Uxmal cultures. 
Examinations were carried 
out largely in the field on the 
Yucatan Penninsula. The 
group spent several arduous 
days investigating the ruins 
of great cities built by these 
peoples before the dawn of 
recorded time in this 
hemisphere. As Dr. Jeffres 
remarked: "they didn't just 
stand and listen politely to 
guides." 

These pre-historic cultures, 
without the use of metal tools 
or of even the wheel, 
managed to build structures 
the architecture of which 
rivals or surpasses that of 
modern buildings. 

Edward and the group 
examined these structures at 
close range, even climbing 
the great Pyrarhid of the Sun 
in Teotihuacan, a remnant of 
the Aztec culture.

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Sachems streak ahead, win 
59-46 over Belmont team 


It was a natural conio-down after the 
enormous win over Burlington last Tuesday 
Thus, it was up to Winchester’s sixth man, 
their fantastic fans, to come up with the 
necessary boost. They saw their duty and 
they did it; with the score 23-22 in favor of host 
Belmont at halftime, the Winchester section 
of the crowd began what has become a 
traditional outburst of noise which woke up 
their Sachems enough for a .'j9-4r) win. last 
Friday. 

Winchester outscored the Marauders 21-10 
in that pivotal third period, and thev began 
their surge as soon as “their gang’*’ began 
(heir show. To shouts of “defense, defense.” 
“stuff it Bobby, stuff it” (in reference to 
Sachem center McCabe), etc., the locals 
ripped off the first seven points of the frame 
to take the lead for good. 

Donny Allard paced the Sachem attack 
with 16 points. McCabe had 15 and 12 blocked 
shots, and Tim Powers scored 13 to lead 
Winchester’s offense. In the .second half a 
combination of Glenn Mills. McCabe, and 
Donell Jones controlled the backboards which 
led to many a fast break basket, as the 
Sachem machine rolled to its thirteenth 
victory in sixteen games. 

The^ame began in such a manner that the 
Winchester crowd might be able to rest their 
vocal cords for the night. The Sachems 
jumped off to leads of 8-2. 10-4. and finally 16-6 
before they became strangely stagnant. 

A pair of free throws by Allard, and then 
two straight jump shots by Powers gave 
Winchester that 16-6 edge, before Belmont 
closed the quarter with two straight hoops by 
Dave Garrity to make it 16-10. 

Then, suddenly. Winchester fell apart. 
Two free throws by Dave Papazian cut the 
lead to two. 18-16. A layup by McCabe put the 
Sachems up by four again. 20-16. and after a 
free throw by Papazian. Bobby executed a 
picture-perfect finger roll to give Winchester 
its last lead of the half. 22-17. 

Marauder Jay Jerahian (game-high 
scorer with 17 points) then hit a fallaway 
jumper and then a layup to close the gap to 
one. 22-21. Tw'o free throws by Eddie Kantor 
on successive one-and-one attempts gave 
Belmont the lead as time expired 23-22. It was 
time for the Sachems to unveil their secret 
weapon: their fans. 

As soon as the noise started Winchester 
came alive. Allard scored on a rapid fast- 
break. McCabe bagged a free throw. Allard 
drove for two more points, and then McCabe 
capped the surge with a 10-foot jumper to give 
his team a 29-23 lead just like that! 


Throe straight fast-break baskets opened 
up the lead somewhat when McCabe smacked 
in another 10-footer. Jones layed one in. and 
Allard did likewise to give the Sachems a 39- 
29 edge. That margin was upped to 14 on a 
free throw each by Powers and Allard, and a 
beautiful third-effort tipin bv Glenn Mills (43- 
29.) 

After a Jerahian drive opened the final 
(luarter. shaving the lead to 43-35. Winchester 
salted the game away with a run of nine 
straight points, the cheers becoming 
proportionately louder with each score. 

To start with. Powers scored on a fast- 
break layup. Next. Mills made a superb 
l)aseline which culminated in a reverse layup 
(47-35). Allard made one free throw. Mills 
lipped another one in. and then McCabe hit a 
top of the key jumper to A: give Winchester a 
17-point. 52-35 lead, and B: put the crowd in a 
frenzy. 

Soon after it was all over and Winchester 
had captured its fifth win in a row. A free 
throw by H.J. Brosnan added the finishing 
touches to a 59-46 victory. 

Thus, a prediction made here last week, 
that if the fans turned out in the same shape 
and sound as they were in the Burlington 
game, the Sachems could rest assured of 
getting win number 13. came true. As the 
scouts who are watching this team as a 
possible playoff opponent known all to well, 
now. there is only one way to stop Win¬ 
chester: lock their fans up in a sound proof 
room the day of the game and throw aw-ay the 
key. They, and the Sachems, know that that is 
impossible. 

Baskbtball Notes: Here’s a line that might 
make your morning coffee taste that much 
better. League-leading Burlington lost again - 
this time to Heading last Friday - for their 
second loss of the year. One more and the 
Sachems will be in a two-way tie for first. This 
puts extra meaning on the rest of Win¬ 
chester’s games, which by no means will be 
easy ...

Girl gymnasts end season 
with a pair of victories

What a team! For the fourth and fifth 
limes this year, the girl’s gymnastics squad 
broke their own school record for highest 
score in a meet, as they closed an extremely 
successful season with an 11-2 (8-1 league) 
record. 

Last Tuesday at the high school, right 
before the boys’ basketball team’s big win 
over Burlington, they just beat their previous 
high of 86.55 points against Lexington two 
weeks ago. with an 86.75 to 38.3 decision over 
Watertown.

They started it off with a 
19.85 to 7.3 thrashing of their guests on the 
uneven parallel bars. 

Kitty Smith led all scorers with her 7.45, 
Laurie Vincent posted a 6.7, and Teri Allard 
came up with a 5.7 to round out the Win¬ 
chester scoring. W’aterlown’s high score was 
a 2.7 by Lenore Corkcry, which wasn’t even 
good enough to beat the Sachems fifth highest 
mark. 

On the balance beam, Winchester piled up 
a 19.7 score. Once again, Kitty Smith showed 
the way, with a 7.6. Lauren Cummings’ 6.3 
and 'I’eri Allard’s 5.8 rounded out the scoring. 

During the vaulting competition, 
Watertown was buried 24.35 to 10.05. Laurie 
V'incent scored an 8.35 to lead Winchester. Liz 
Fudge was close behind with her 8.2 and 
Audrey Leach’s 7.8 contributed to the total 
score. 

Finally, in the floor routines, the home 
team wrapped up its victory with a score of 
22.85. Kitty Smith paced her teammates with 
a 7.8. Laurie Vincent’s 7.7, and Teri Allard’s 
7.35 accounted for the final score. 

Next on the slate was Methuen, in the 


Sachems’ final meet of the year. The girls 
from that locality put up a little better fight 
against the powerful Winchester squad, but 
still lost every event, as the locals scored over 
20 points in each one. 

Ill the floor routines. Winchester jumped 
off to a 22.7 to 22.0 lead Kitty Smith won her 
first of three events (every one she competed 
in she was victorious) by posting a 7.9. Laurie 
Vincent received a 7.5 and Audrey Leach a 7.3 
for their performances to fill out the attack. 
Methuen was led by Thris Bergeron’s 7.65. 

During the vaulting competition. Laurie 
Vincent (7.95), Liz Fudge (7.7) and Audrey 
Ivcacli (7..35) paced Winchester to a 23.0 to 
20.95 decision, and a 45.7 to 42.95 lead at the 
intermission. Methuen’s all-around per¬ 
former. Ms. Bergeron, led the home team in 
this event (and all the others, too) with her 
7.6. 

On the balance beam. Kitty Smith and 
Lauren Cummings tied for high'-score honors 
with a pair of 7.2’s. Carrie Hosmer accounted 
for the other Winchester points with her 6.4 
and a total of 20.8. Bergeron’s 6.9 led 
Methuen. 

In the last event, the unevens. Kitty 
registered an excellent 8.0 to lead the 
Sachems to a 22.15 to 18.5 win. Laurie Vin¬ 
cent’s 7.3 and Teri Allard’s 6.85 rounded out 
the socring. Bergeron led the hosts with her 
7.1. 

Thus, one of the most impressive seasons 
in Winchester gymnastics history comes to a 
close.

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Girls hoop team wins one

Now that's more like it! The Sachems, in 
their latest span of three games, won one of 
them (49-11 over Burlington) and lost two 
heartbreakers. as they began to resume their 
competitive ways after a string of routs. The 
losses were to Melrose. 46-43. and at home 
against Belmont. 41-40, How one team can 
lose so many squeakers is a question which 
Coach Barb Hollis is still trying to figure out. 

Two weeks ago. in Melrose, the Sachems 
had three chances to win it in the last 40 
seconds, but threw away the pass-in every 
time. Thus, despite junior Holly Stevenson’s 
outstanding play (19 points) Winchester went 
down to its sixth straight defeat. 

The locals were forced to play most of the 
third quarter with their star forward Linda 
Pierce on the bench with four fouls.

The scoring totals for the Melrose game 
were: Holly Stevenson.

The first meeting between the Red Devils 
of Burlington and the Sachems resulted in 
Winchester’s second win of the year.

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Markey named to three 
important subcommittees 


In actions taken recently, 
the Democratic caucus of the 
House Commerce Committee 
elected U.S. Hep. Edward J. 
Markey to membership on 
three influential sub¬ 
committees covering health, 
energy, and communications. 

Immediately following his 
election, Markey met with 
staff members of two of his 
subcommittees, pledging 
“long, hard work to master 
the three areas of national 
policy 1 have been assigned 
by my major committee.” 

Markey was assigned to 
subcommittee seats on 
Health and the Environment, 
Energy and Power, and 
Communications, in the vote 
taken among Democratic 
members of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. Membership on 
these subcommittees will be 
confirmed by a vote of the full 
Committee, probably next 
Tuesday, according to 
Markey. 

“Because of the enormous 
complexity of the many 
thousands of questions 
coming before the whole 
Congress, so much of our real 
business is actually done in 
our committees,” said 
Markey, ‘‘that it is almost 
true to say that Congress is 
really a Congress of com¬ 
mittees rather than in¬ 
dividuals.” 

“In particular, the sub¬ 
committees are really ‘little 
legislatures’,” Markey ad¬ 
ded, ‘‘where the actual 
language of the laws is 
worked out in detail.” 

In meetings with sub¬ 
committee staff, held after 
his seats were secured, 
Markey was briefed on the 
priority issues coming, in the 
early months of the new 
Congress, before two of his 
subcommittees — the health 
panel and the energy panel. 

Meeting first with Stephan 
Lawton and JoAnne Glisson 
of the Health subcommittee 
staff, Markey discussed 
issues to be heard during 
hearings in the next few 
weeks. Among the priorities 


of the subcommittee, Markey 
learned, will be: 

Hearings in early March, 
held jointly with the House 
Ways and Means sub¬ 
committee on Health, to 
probe the growing scandal of 
fraud in Medicaid. 

Further hearings to 
document the need for a 
comprehensive ‘ national 
health insurance program in 
America. 

In addition to national 
health insurance, Medicaid, 
and “clean air,” the Health 
panel’s jurisdiction includes 
— among other areas — food 
and drug legislation, mental 
health, hospital construction, 
and biome^cal research. 

Meeting next with William 
Demarest of the Energy and 
Power subcommittee staff, 
Markey reviewed its priority 
items, which include early 
action on the following: 

Hearings on what Markey 
termed ‘‘questionable 
marketing practices on the 
retail level, by the vertically- 
integrated multinational oil 
corporations,” such as 
allegations concerning the 
corporate practice of ter¬ 
minating leases held by in¬ 
dividual stations owners. 

Hearings aimed at an 
over-all, national review of 
electric rates and regulation. 

Hearings on natural gas 
deregulation, as part of a 
broad effort to reach 
agreement on a com¬ 
prehensive U.S. energy 
policy, including specific 
emphasis upon energy 
conservation incentives. 

“I expect to work very 
closely with the entire energy 
questions,” declared 
Markey, who now sits on two 
energy panels. He . was 
elected in January to sit on 
the Energy and Environment 
subcommittee on the House 
Interior Committee, with a 
jurisdiction ranging over all 
energy sources on Federal 
lands, stripmining, and 
nuclear plant safety. 

Markey, who is the only 
member of the 
Massachusetts delegation to

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Swim team places fourth

II was evident at the First Annual Mid¬ 
dlesex League Swimming and Diving 
Championships at the Higginbottom Pool in 
Belmont High School, what the problem has 
been all year for the defending champion 
Winchester Sachems, It isn’t that the quality 
still isn't there, it’s the quantity that is sorely 
lacking, and that fact stuck out like a sore 
thumb last Saturday, as Winchester placed 
fourth in the overall team scores. 

There is no doubt but that this town has 
some excellent swimmers and divers this 
year Winchester received the gold medal in 
four events: the 200-yard medley relay. SO- 
yard freestyle, meter diving, and the 100-yard 
freestyle However a lack of depth clearly 
hurt the Sachems chances of amassing more 
points, as in several cases (200 indiv. medley. 
200 freestyle. 500 freestyle. 400 freestyle 
relay) the Sachems had no one competing in 
the championship final, and at the most only 
one person or group in the consolation heat. In 
one race, the 500-yard free style. Winchester 
had no one in any of the 12 qualifying 
positions 

The meet champion was Lexington, who 
totaled 300 points, in a scoring system where 
first-place finishes merited 16 points, and 
lesser scores were given for positions 2-12. 
During most of the events, the Minutemen 
had at least three qualifiers, which helped to 
pad their total. The second place finisher was 
.Melrose with 285 points, league champion 
Belmont was third with 216, and Winchester 
finished fourth at 190. Other towns competing 
in the meet were: Woburn (122 points). 
Burlington (78) and Watertown (9). 

After a morning of qualifying rounds, the 
afternoon brought the final sessions. The first 
event was the 200 Medley Relay. In the 
consolation final, the Winchester squad of 
Kevin Gosselin. Mark Opel, Seth Goodman, 
and Mark Vernaglia came in second for an 
overall eighth place finish in 2:06.6. In the 
championship final, the Sachem swimmers 
brought home their first gold. 

David Blasi. and Tri-captains Jeff 
Kstabrook. Tony Follino, and Richard 
Palumbo swam to victory with a time of 
1:51.7, finishing ahead of a Lexington team 
which registered a 1:53.1. 

In the next event, the 200-yard freestyle, 
Sachem Steve Ciccio came up with a twelth 
place ribbon as Winchester’s only 
representative. Lexington’s Ray Easick 


broke a conference and school record with his 
1:53.5 to win this event. (Ix'xington also won 
four gold medals to tie Winchester for most 
firsts.) 

Next was the 200-yard individual medley, 
and Seth Goodman finished first in the con¬ 
solation final in 2:34.1 and a seventh place 
overall. He also was an only performer for the 
locals. Ed Kodzis of Melrose placed first with 
his time of 2:11.5. 

In the .50-yard freestyle. Winchester made 
it two out of four wins, with Palumbo 
streaking home victorious in 23.5 seconds. 
Estabrook finished sixth in 25.7 seconds for 
the .Sachems. It was to be Palumbo’s second 
of three gold medals. 

The diving competition lent an interesting 
sidelight to the meet. Winchester’s Tony 
Pollino hadn’t competed in this event since 
last year, but resumed practicing it in 
preparation for this meet to help Winchester 
garner more points. Tony was so good that he 
led everyone in the preliminaries with a total 
of 81.57! Team male Mark Vernaglia was 
third in the prelims with 61.68. 

In the final round. Pollino picked up where 
he left off. finishing with a final score of 1.58.16 
to run away with the gold medal. What made 
this event so productive was the Vernaglia 
passed by Burlington’s Bill Boudreau into 
second place, and won the silver with his 
count of 135. Charlie Boyle finished seventh in 
Winchester’s best, showing of the day. Both 
Vernaglia and Boyle return next year which 
mean they should be two of the best divers in 
th league in the upcoming sea.son. 

In the l(M)-yard butterfly, Melrose’s Kodzis 
finished first again in 57.1 seconds. Win¬ 
chester’s Tony Pollino picked up a bronze 
medal for his third place finish, and Seth 
Goodman came in sixth. 

Next came the lOO-yard freestyle, and it 
was Palumbo’s turn again. Richard, one of a 
long line of excellent swimmers in his family, 
upheld the tradition, grabbing his third and 
final gold of the afternoon, by finishing ahead 
of the pack in .52 seconds flat. In the con¬ 
solation final. Blasi came in second, for an 
eighth overall. 

The 500-yard freestyle, the event in which 
Winchester had no swimmers, was won by 
Ray Essick of Lexington in 5:01.8. 
Lexington’s Webb Sussman picked up a 
second place, and two other Minutemen 
placed 10 and 11, and indication of the team’s

Local high school students 
have an opportunity for free 
ocean cruises, cash prizes 
and other awards by com¬ 
peting in the Propeller Club 
of the United States 42nd 
Annual Maritime Essay 
Contest. The contest is 
sponsored by the national and 
local Propeller Clubs. A 1,000 
- 1,500 word essay may win a 
free voyage on an American 
ship for the national prize 
winners. There are also local 
cash prizes and other awards 
for participating local high 
.school students and their 
teachers. The theme of the 
contest is: United States 
Merchant Ships - Indispen¬ 
sable Lifeline of Our Industry 
and Economy.

The Winchester Rotary Club began the 
celebration of its 50th anniversary year last 
Thursday by donating $15,000 to the Win¬ 
chester Senior Citizens Building Fund.

Craig Wark, president of Rotary, said that 
"This is the largest contribution ever made to 
one single group in terms of dollar 
donations." The bounteous gift will equip the 
kitchen in the Senior Center that is now taking 
visible shape on Skillings path. 

From the inception of plans to organize a 
Council on Aging and a Winchester Seniors’ 
Association, the Rotary Club of Winchester 
has been staunch in its support of a program 
for those citizens approaching the sunset 
years. Rotarians were among the first to 
present a check to the newly formed Com¬ 
mittee for a Council on Aging. The money was 
used to begin the monthly newsletter to 
stimulate interest in establishing an active 
association. Annually, Rotary’s checks have 
done much to further the growing program of 
activities. 

One of the first major projects undertaken 
by Rotary Club was the building of the Girl 
Scouts’ Cabin on South Border road.

Foundation, exchange student programs. 
Friends of the Winchester Band and 
Orchestra, Mystic Valley Children’s Clinic, 
Jimmy Fund, Camperships, ABC program. 


Three teen-age girls were arrested after 
allegedly holding up the Dairy Barn grocery 
store at 864 Main street at 7:30 Friday 
evening.

Five new appointments at 
library confirmed by board

When you’re 16 or 17 you probably like to 
spend a Monday afternoon having an ice 
cream with your friends or maybe you go 
shopping or something with the other kids in 
high school. You may have a play to rehearse 
or football practice.. 

For a certain group of Winchester High 
Schoolers there is a Monday afternoon trek 
into Boston’s Roxbury section for one-to-one 
tutoring with young school children in the 
ba.sement of St. Cyprian’s Episcopal Church 


on Tremont street. 

Week after week, for a full school year, 
these 14 young people teach reading and math 
and social studies to six-to ten-year old kids 
from Roxbury. Mattapan, and Dorchester. 

The St. James After School Program, 
begun 15 years ago, is run by the Rev. Cor¬ 
nelius Hastie, administration director, and 
Pauline Phelps, director of education at St. 
James Education Center. 

Winchester has participated in the

program for the last five years. 

Rev. Hastie says, "We have somewhere 
between 90 and 100 kids in the program 
Tuesday through Friday. It’s a classroom 
kind of exqerience. On Mondays we have the 
one-to-one tutoring for the youngsters." 

There are also adults giving junior high 
tutoring in the evening. 

Funding for the program comes from 
churches (like the Outreach program at the 
Epiphany), business, foundations, and 
private contributors. 

"It’s the kids that make this thing work," 
says Ms. Phelps. 

You know that’s true when the big yellow 
school bus. driven by Rev. Hastie, pulls up to 
the church front and the little ones, after a full 
school day and a long bus ride, do all but trip 
over each other in their enthusiasm to find 
their high school volunteer. 



That enthusiasm is a tenuous thing, 
however. It quickly turns to deeply felt hurt 
and disappointment if the tutor isn’t there. 

"We have a system to avert this feeling of 
frustration," Ms. Phelps explains. "If a high 
school tutor cannot make it to the session, and 
there has to be an excellent reason, he or she 
is responsible for making three phone calls, 
one to the person driving the tutors into 
Boston, one to me, and one to the child him- 
.self." 

Such care is taken not to disappoint the 
children because, as one of the tutors says, 
"These kids have been disappointed so many 
times in their lives already." 

Nandy Budd, W’edgemere avenue, has 
handled the transportation aspect since 
Winchester first became involved in the St. 
James After School Project five years ago. 

It is up to her to find a sufficient number of 
volunteers willing to drive the high school 



students into the city and back on Mondays. 

She says, "we can always use more 
drivers. In fact,I try to have enough people 
driving so that one person’s turn comes only 
every five or six weeks.’’ 

The beautiful thing about the project is not 
just the learning that gets done, but the way 
the high school kids reach out to the 
youngsters and the response which they elicit. 

One young woman riding into Boston 
recenly wondered how she could bring "her" 
child to the high school musical. Last year 
they went to the circus together. 

Sometimes there are trips to the zoo or just 
a few hours on a Saturday or Sunday walking 
and window shopping.. 

There is a very real attachment between 
tutor and pupil. 

"There has been a change in outlook since 
the 196()’s.’’ Rev. Hastie explains "That was 
Ihe decade of socially conscious young people 


and we had plenty of tutors, but now it is 
harder to find the high schooler who is willing 
to give up almost everything else to make the 
committment here” 

There are 14 such students in Winchester 
and .some more from St. Mark’s in Southboro 
whose lives have touched and been touched by 
a group of kids who spend a Monday af¬ 
ternoon in a church basement learning, 
reaching, and growing together.

this unusual way to support herself. Susan 
likes being a merchant seaman ll pays well 
and it’s adventurous, too.

After spending five years at the Museum 
.School of Art in Boston. .Susan wanted a job 
that was “weird enough to stay in¬ 
teresting..something where you can’t learn 
everything about the job in one week.” Two 
and a half years ago she found it. .She signed 
on with F.xxon Oil Company aboard one of 
their big oil tankers. 

Thirty-two year old Susan, originally from 
Winchester, is now a Bos’n’s mate .second 
class in the Coast Guard Reserve. .She works 
as an AB. able bodied seaman, on an oil 
tanker for about eight months of the year. She 
works right on the deck alongside men doing 
everything from standing lookout to chipping 
paint off the hull. 

Susan says she like the “touch of danger” 
associated with the job; it makes it exciting. 
But it’s also hard work. She works regular 
shifts of four hours on duty and then eight

hours off. 

()n her days off. .Susan is also involved with 
the Coast Ciuard Re.serve and the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, even running Harbor Patrols in 
Boston harbor She’s done quite well in the 
reserve being the first female re.serve petty 
officer in the First District to receive her 
coxswain’s pin. She also graduated first in 
both her reserve class and her small boat 
operations class. Susan's a qualified 
marksman with the M-H) rifle and she has an 
expert rating with the .38 caliber pistol. 

.Susan’s family lives at 2 Wolcott terrace. 
She graduated from Winchester High School 
in 1962 and went on to the Museum School to 
study art. In 1968 ahe got a traveling 
scholarship from the school to study land¬ 
scape painting...here’s where she was first 
introduced to the sea. 

She traveled by freighter to Tristan da 
Cunha. a remote island in the South Atlantic. 
The trip itself took longer than her stay and 
while aboard the .ship she began to really 
enjoy the sea. .She traveled on to .South Africa 
where she spent 8'j months seeing the land¬ 
scapes and even going on safaris. She says 
“travel is good for people, it shows them that 
every place is basically the same.” 

When .Susan returned to the United States 
she began to look for a job. For a while she 
worked as a steward aboard the Westward, a 
lOO-foot ship, on a trip around Newfoundland 
to do a study on whales. 

Susan said people laughed when she first 
said she wanted to work on an oil tanker,-but 
she’s providing that she can hold her own. She 
feels that she does her fair share of the work 
and gets no special privileges because she’s a 
female. Since they’re seldom near 
professional medical help, Susan says 
“everyone must be careful..but that adds to 
the excitement.” 

So Susan is continuing on the oil tankers 
and she’s also taking correspondence courses 
in the Coast Guard. She says she’ll keep it up 
until the excitement is gone for her, and then 
maybe she’ll go back to her painting. It seems 
the job she took to support her career may 
turn into the career itself.

70 teachers sign up for 
writing-reading program 


Over 70 leachci\s. K-12. in the Winchester 
schools have registered for a writing-reading 
inservice program. The focus is on process 
and the transfer of learning in the language 
arts to other parts of the curricula. The 
director of Fnglish in coordinating the 
program has as a goal developing a language 
arts continuum. K-12. and plans to involve 
participating teachers in the development of 
a writing program. Gr. 1-9. that will coor¬ 
dinate with the writing laboratory introduced 
in the high school this year. 

Educators outside the Winchester schools 
have been selected as speakers in order to 
provide a variety of ideas and approaches in 
considering what is best for Winchester 
children. Dr. Grace Templeton, area 
superintendent of schools in Charlotte. North 
Carolina, was the speaker on February 14 and 
1.5. Dr. Templeton has served as a supervl.sor 
of reading as well as of math and music. She 
spent a year developing an occupational 
education pilot program, now' used 
throughout the slate of North Carolina. She 
opened and then directed for three years a 
high school using innovative approaches in 
education. She has developed and produced 
programs for educational television. Prior to 
becoming area superintendent of .schools in 
the Charlotte-Mecklenburg schools, she was 
curriculum coordinator for that system. 

Dr. Templeton as keynoter for the in- 
service program emphasized the need for a 
strong language arts program, K-12. as a base 
for succe.ssful programs throughout the 
curricula and the interrelated nature of 
reading and writing. .She stressed that basic 
skills are much more than spelling and 
punctation and that the accountability of 


school will rest on helping students develop 
thinking processes. .She charged teachers 
with the need to develop positive programs 
that a community will be eager to support. 

other speakers who will participate in the 
inservice program include Betty Murray, 
former language arts coordinator in 
('helmsford and presently principal of 
Franklin Elementary School in Lexington; 
Dr. Olive Niles, former reading supervisor in 
Springfield, and now the reading consultant 
for Connecticut; Dr. Judith Meagher, 
professor at the University of Connecticut; 
and Frances Russell, director of English in 
Winchester. Experiences will include reading 
and writing workshops and curriculum 
development.

The missing spoke 


Lx)ng the hub of the national educational wheel, Boston and New 
England have been rolling along for these many years with a missing 
spoke: A school of veterinary medicine. 

Of all the many broad opportunities for education and for a highly 
specialized career, that lack has been the single most important flaw in 
Boston and environs, long regarded around the world as the "Athens of 
America.” 

In the past, many gi'aduates of Winchester High School have continued 
their education in that branch of medicine, but they had to be ex¬ 
traordinarily highly motivated to that end, for in order to become a 
veterinarian, localites. including all New Englanders, have had to go out 
of region to pursue their aim. 

There are 26 schools of veterinary medicine in the United States. 
There is not a single one in the six-state New England area. Win- 
chesterites and New Englanders in general have had to apply to the 
University of Pennsylvania and to Cornell University if they wanted to go 
to veterinary school. 

Of the applicants to those and other schools, including Ohio State. 93 
per cent were refused admission on average. Last year 38 New England 
students (13 from Massachusetts) got into veterinary schools. And 26 of 
the students went to UPenn, Cornell and Ohio State. 

It goes without saying, of course, that it is far easier for New England 
students to get into schools of medicine than veterinary schools, for the 
simple reason that there is an abundance of one and none of the other. 

This is a serious gap that must command the attention and concern of 
all of us. Indeed, it has already been given a powerful shot in the arm by 
the New England Congressional delegation which has initially approved a 
Tufts University proposal for construction of a regional veterinary 
medicine school. 

A letter confirming their support was sent to the House Appropriations 
Committee, noting that "we are most concerned that adequate funds be 
appropriated for the planning and construction of this school.” 

Next week the committee will review supplemental appropriations, 
and a request for $14 million Tufts officials are seeking will be among 
them. Beyond that, the school will be self-supporting. 

The proposal, which came originally from the new president of Tufts, 
Jean Mayer, has received widespread support from all quarters of New 
England, including its governors who say that a New England facility 
would accommodate three times more students than the three existing 
schools that get the bulk of the students. 

UPenn is pushing for expansion of its own facilities, and is opposed to 
the Tufts proposal, as are Cornell and others. Governor Dukakis wrote 
that the "Tufts plan would have a significant Impact on the local and 
natioanl shortage of veterinarians.” 

We can understand but not necesssarily sympathize with Penn and 
Cornell, who would lose students who receive tuition support from state 
and federal funds that have recently become available. 

The $14 million sought for Tufts would come via the Health 
Professionals Assistance Act. 

The 25-member New England Congressional Caucus supporting the 
idea includes the following: House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr., Reps. 
Silvio Conte. Joseph Early, Edward Boland, and Robert Diaimo of 
Connecticut, all of whom are members of the appropriations committee, 
and by Boston’s Rep. Joseph Moakley in whose Hub district the school 
would be located. 

President Mayer’s proposal for a Tufts-New England Medical Center 
would utilize facilities and faculty members from the New England 
area’s six land-grant universities, and seems to the best of a number of 
proposals for a veterinary school. 

Dr. Mayer and Dr. Thomas Murnane, associate dean of Tufts Dental 
School, named by Mayer as assistant on new health schools to Mayer, are 
in Washington this week talking to Senators Edward Kennedy and Ed 
Brooke. 

They have to contend with the pressure being brought to bear in 
Washington by UPenn and Cornell, and we wish them success. 

Dr. Mayer and Dean Murnane are not talking about a veterinary 
school only for veterinarians to take care of domestic animals. They are 
envisioning the need in the 1990s for veterinarians who they say will be 
needed to study nutrition, marine medicine, equine medicine, toxicology, 
public health and much more. 

They see the day when vets will be needed to farm the oceans as 
clams, lobster and other crustaceans and marine life supportive of 
humans’ needs are not as plentiful as they are now, and that is not much 
at the moment. Have you tried to buy a lobster at the supermarket lately? 

Veterinarians will have a role in studying the effects on increasing 
environmental pollution and its control. 

Under the current Tufts plan, students would get two years of medical 
training at the Tufts Medical Center in Boston. Then in the third year, 
they would go to the state universities for clinical work in their particular 
specialties. In the fourth year, they would continue clinical work and in so 
doing use one or several campuses and get field experience directly 
under the supervision of a veterinarian. 

We think the Tufts idea is a good one. For all practical purposes we 
think it is the only one that will satisfy our admittedly parochial concerns 

the students of our own community w'ho want to seek a career in a field 
that needs more of them. 

We hope the missing spoke wilt be inserted in the wheel so we can get 
rolling again on a level and steady road to progi’ess. Our citizenry and, 
indeed the world, expects nothing less of New England educational in¬ 
stitutions. Winchester, of course, shares that view. -J.R.S.

Perhaps Winchester 
should come up with a long range plan, 
perhaps over the next decade, on the outlook 
and intent for closing elementary schools no 
longer needed because of declining 
enrollments.

As the president of a university which has 
not suffered a drop in applications for college 
admissions this year.

It has been reported 
that this decrease has been accelerating in 
the last two years, and we are all aware that 
the numbers of children in the elementary 
and junior high schools are decreasing 
rapidly everywhere.

Here at Tufts, the some :i.()U(l oul-of- 
staU* students bring more than $21) million 
with them to lie spent in the state for tuition, 
room, board, entertainment and other goods 
and services. 'I’aketi together the independent 
colleges are a keystone in the state’s 
economy. Their decline would be a financial 
disaster for the stale’s taxpayers as well as 
lor the thousands of low income 
.Massachusetts students who attend them 

In New ^’ork. where I;") colleges have 
closed in the last ten years, the president of 
the .Stale (’ommission on Indeperubml 
(’olleges and I’niversilies said that "private 
higher education in the stale was dying by the

Watching a dream 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

This is an exciting time for all the people 
who worked so hard this last year raising 
money for a senior center. The foundation is 
in. The walls are taking shape. We watch a 
dream coming true. We are in hopes that the 
contractor will turn the building over to the 
Winchester Seniors Association Trust around 
the first of September. 

We had hoped for a much larger margin 
after construction costs. We looked forward to 
first class airconditioning and a ’ ktichen 
where eventually 50 meals could be prepared. 
We think it important to purchase the kind of 
furnishings the quality of which will assure 
low maintenance and put replacement con¬ 
siderations a long time in the future. 

The low bid came in at $364,000, about 
$125,000 more than had been anticipated. 
Obviously drastic changes were needed and 
many thoughtful hours were spent fitting a 
pattern to the cloth. A reduced but excellent 
$28().()00 package resulted. 

Enthusiasm has grown in town and the 
outstanding response in cash gifts and firm 
pledges from individuals, organizations and 
businesses has been generous and heart 
warming. As of December 31 we had received 
approximately $330,000 in cash and $12,000 in 
pledges. Many variables considered, it looks 
as though an additional $40,000 would put us in 
the excellent position of being able to fulfill 
priority requirements. 

Many people in town have not been ap¬ 
proached for a contribution and wc have a 
new list including names of people recom¬ 
mended as possible .supporters. Also, this is a 
new year and several friends of 1976 are 
considering a 1977 contribution. 

With the goal made, we can confidently 
turn over to the town a building that w'ill be of 
top quality and efficientlyy usable. It has 
been calculated that the cost of maintenance 
and continued expansion of the Seniors 
Association activities will be 12 cents per 
thousand on the Winchester tax rate, an in¬ 
crease of 6 cents over the current Council on 
Aging budget.

Hearthstone 

Check this Czech cooking

I discovered old country cooking in a new 
world suburb when I visited a young Czech 
homemaker. 

A request for family favorites caused Jana 
Sekanina, who lives on Winchester’s west- 
side, to look over some treasured recipes. She 
had some special help because her mother, 
Antonie, recently arrived from 
Czechoslovakia to spend a year. 

Antonie hadn’t adjusted to the modern 
American kitchen with many appliances, said 
Jana, but she is fitting right into a grand¬ 
mother’s happy role with 13-month old 
grandson, Sidney. 

Over coffee I sampled traditional Czech 
buchty, a yeast roll filled with poppyseed, 
prune or plum butter. Holiday chocolate 
butter cookies skillfully baked by the dozens 
in miniature imported molds were a special 
treat. 

Husband Zdenek, an astro-physicist, 
mentioned that fine Czech cooks from the 
western provinces of Bohemia and Moravia 
dominated the great kitchens of Vienna and 
contributed to the legendary cuisine of past 
creas. 

But traditional home cooking runs toward 
hearty filling fare unlike the specialties of 
sophisticated restaurants. Jana frequently 
prepares dumplings, a Czech mainstay. She 
carefully tested her recipe including 
measurements and techniques so that she 
could pass it on. 

She sometimes adds '2 teaspoon ground 
caraway seed or parsely to her recipe for 
additional color and flavor. Each roll yields 
about a dozen one-half slices. 

Czech Bread Dumplings 

2-3 cup milk 
'1 cup water 
'•J pkg. active dry yeast 


'•J teaspoon sugar 

2 eggs (extra large) 

3 cups instant mix (Wondra) flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

•k teaspoon nutmeg 

2 cups hard dry bread cubes, sauteed in butter 

Warm milk with water (about 115 
degrees). Measure cup of mixture. Place in 
small bowl, stirring in yeast, sugar and two 
tablespoons of the measured flour. Place in 
warm draft free place (such as a 75-degree 
oven warmed by a pilot light only) for two to 
five minutes until yeast bubbles. In a large 
bowl beat eggs with a fork for a few seconds; 
add raised yeast, flour, seasonings and milk 
little by little. Work dough with a large 
wooden spoon or use heavy-duty bread 
kneading machine. Work until dough is firm, 
smooth and elastic (8 to 10 minutes). Cover 
with a clean dry cloth, place in warm (75 
degrees) but turned off oven until doubled in 
size, about one hour. Work in bread cubes 
using a large wooden spoon. 

Place dough on floured pastry board and 
divide in half. Flour hands and form two rolls, 
about 2'‘2 inches in diameter by 7 inches long, 
closing bread cubes in dough so they do not 
show. Place rolls on floured plate and let rest 
15 to 30 minutes in warm oven. Cook in boiling 
salted water for 30 minutes partially covered. 
Lower heat with two inches of water. After 15 
minutes of simmering, turn dumplings in 
order to cook evenly. 

To remove dumplings, slide plate under 
rolls steadying with a wooden spoon. Remove 
and slice immediately. Traditionally Czech 
cooks slice dumplings with a thread, but 
gentle use of a knife will slice the fragile 
dumplings. Serve with roasts and goulash. 
Cubed left overs may be used with scrambled 
eggs or omelettes. Dumplings can be 
reheated in a vegetable steamer.

G.I. Bill protection 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

More than fix and three-quarter million 
young Americans have trained under the 
present GI Bill. The coat Itai been in excess of 
$20 billion. 

There is no question that this has been a 
program of great benefit both to participants 
and to the nation and is one that will pay 
dividends for years to come, just as the World 
War II and Korean Conflict GI Bills have 
done. 

To assure the integrity of the program and 
to enhance its value to veteran and taxpayer 
alike. Congress has called for regulations 
seeking to prohibit training that lacks pur¬ 
pose or is set up to profit those who provide it 
at the expense of those trained. 

Among these regulations are rules that 
call for courses to have proved themselves 
over a two-year period before veterans may 
risk valuable time enrolling in them. These 
rules also exclude courses where no more 
than 15 per cent of the students are attending 
without government or school subsidy. 

Both regulations seem to be practical 
safeguards, especially since they do not apply 
to public institutions and to other schools of 
proven purpose and accomplishment. 

GI Bill rules required that trainess also 
have purpose, that they train toward an ob¬ 
jective and that they make satisfactory 
progress. This does not seem like an 
unreasonable requirement and it does not 
seem unreasonable to expect training in¬ 
stitutions to measure and report such 
progress. 

No school that seeks to educate its students 
rather than profit from them and no veteran 
who is interested in serious pursuit of an 
education should fear GI Bill safeguards. 
They are set up to protect, not to inhibit, and it 
is the Veterans Administration’s desire that 
they be administered with fairness, with 
understanding and with flexibility so as to 
serve this purpose.

Fallon’s performance in the role of Neil 
Simon’s frustrated would-be philanderer, has 
won accolades in the area.

Language clubs active

When one thinks of clubs at Winchester 
High School, the Language Department 
always comes to mind. There are four clubs 
that are supervised by language teachers, 
three of which are directly related to 
languages. They are the Spanish Club, 
supervised by Miss Alvarez and Mrs. Click, 
the Italian Club, supervised by Mrs. Mancini, 
the French Club, supervised by Mr. Duhamel. 
and the Philosophy Club, supervised by Dr. 
Copeland. 

Of the four clubs, the Spanish Club is the 
largest with over 200 members. It is an active 
club and has many activities planned for the 
rest of the year. After winter vacation the 
club is going to the For Favor, a Spanish 
resturant in Harvard Square, for dinner. 
During April vacation the club has arranged a 
trip to Spain on which 33 persons are going. It 
is also presently attempting to arrange a trip 
to a Mexican resturant. 

The Italian Club has 44 members and is 
also very active. Sometime in the spring the 
Italian Club plans to publish its own cookbook 
of Italian cuisine. The book will be made up of 
recipies given by the students and their 
parents. It will be on sale to the public, 
however the arrangements for it have not yet 
been finalized. The Italian Club is also taking 
a trip over April vacation, this one to Italy on 
which 12 students are going. In addition the 
club is also planning a field trip to the North 
End of Boston, to visit historic Haymarket 
Square, on a day when the open air market is 
operating, and eat at an authentic Italian 
resturant. 

The French Club is the smallest of the 
three language related clubs but it is very 
active for its size. Toward the end of March it 
plans to attend a French play at Middlesex 


Academy which will be put on by profesional 
Frbnch actors. Later this year it intends to 
visit the French Library in Boston. And. like 
the other language clubs, it will go to a 
French restaurant for dinner. 

That just about sums it up as far as 
language clubs go, but what is probably the 
largest event that will involve the Language 
Department is the International Fair to be 
held sometime in May. The entire department 
takes part in this one. To be held in the high 
school cafeteria the fair will include games, 
international foods, films about foreigh 
countries. The entire town is invited to attend 
what should prove to be, as it did last year, a 
great way to spend an evening. 

Last but not least there is the Philosophy 
Club, the only club to be headed by a member 
of the language department faculty that is not 
associated with a language. The Philosophy 
Club has about 25 members, it varies from 
meeting to meeting. The club meets bi¬ 
monthly. These meetings consist of a student 
presenting a topic followed by a lively 
discussion of that topic among the rest of the 
members of the club. Some of the topics that 
have been discussed include the philosophy of 
Nietzsche, the trend from conservatism to 
liberalism in the United States, and the 
limitation of Nuclear power. Occasionally the 
club will watch and discuss a movie, such as 
Future Shock or State of Siege, which they 
viewed in their last meeting. 

These are just a few of the many clubs and 
organizations that students may join at 
Winchester High School. Watch this column in 
future weeks for information on some of the 
many other interesting activities going on at 
the high school.

Girls hoop team wins 
big over Wakefield team

The reties were reversed in this one. 
Whereas in a lot of the other games the 
Sachems have played this year, it’s been the 
other team that breaks out to a huge lead, last 
Tuesday in Wakefield it was Winchester. Led 
by junior center Holly Stevenson’s 28 points 
and 14 rebounds, the locals broke to a 13-0 lead 
and never looked back, piling up a 37-43 
victory. 

The Sachems forged into their huge lead 
by pressuring the Wakefield girls all over the 
court and coming up with a large number of 
turnovers. With four minutes gone in the 
game the locals had already piled up 13 points 
to their hosts’ none, and Coach Barb Hollis 
saw fit to put in her substitutes. 

After one period Winchester led 17-6, with 
1:34 left in (he second (juarter they - 
commanded a 32-18 lead. Wakefield managed 
to score the next six points of the first half, to 
cut it to 32-24. During those first two periods, 
Stevenson was outstanding. For the game she 
shot 58 percent (11-19) from the floor, and 50 
percent from the foul line (6-12). 

Tricia Welch also played another steady 
game with 10 points and 8 rebounds, but with 
all good there must be .some evil. Thus, in the 
third (juartcr, with the Sachems starting to 
pull away, their star forward Linda Pierce 
went up for a rebound and came down 
heavily. In the collision, Linda injured her 
knee and will probably remain out of action 
for the rest of the season. Before she exited 
prematurely, Peirce collected 6 points. 

At the end of that third stanza, Winchester 
had added 5 points to their lead and were in 
front 46-33.

Warriors war 
on Sachems 
in 67-55 rout 

It was not a very good night to get involved 
in a basketball game with the Wakefield 
Warriors. The Sachems learned that the hard 
way, as they dropped a 67-55 decision to their 
guests last Tuesday, which snapped Win¬ 
chester’s five-game winning streak. 

Warrior Scott Brown did in the locals with 
a phenomenal outside shooting attack, good 
for 24 points, as Wakefield overcame 13-6 and 
26-24 deficits at the end of the first two 
quarters, respectively, in coming up with the 
win. Sachem guard Donny Allard put oh a 
spectacular performance (20 pts.) but it 
wasn’t enough to stop the fired-up and red hot 
Warriors. 

The loss dropped Winchester into a tie with 
Lexington for second place, putting that much 
more meaning on the next game, last 
Friday’s against the Minutemen (Winchester 
dropped that also, see separate story.) It was 
the first time since the Burlington loss in 
which the opposition simply took the game 
away from the Sachems, outscoring them in 
the second half 43-29. 

Early on, with another good turnout on 
hand in the high school gym, the Sachems 
gave the impression that there’d be no 
stopping them in their quest for win number 
14. After a long jump shot by Wakefield’s 
Brown cut a Winchester lead to 7-6, the 
Sachems scored the qpxt six points in the first 
quarter. 

Allard nailed a 22-footer, Tiih Powers (17 
pts.) connected from about the same 
distance, and then Allard made it three 
bombs in a row with a heave from the parking 
lot and a 13-6 lead. But after two free throws 
by Powers stopped a brief Warrior surge, 
making the score 15-12 in the second period, 
Wakefield forged ahead. 

Ed Najarian scored on a layup and then 
Bill Healy hit a jumper to give the*Warriors a 
16-15 lead. Tom Havey upped it to 18-15 on a 
drive, and another jump shot by Healy made 
it 20-15. 

Winchester battled back, however, and 
after a pair of foul shots by Powers, anti then 
a spectacular reverse layup by Tim, took the 
lead 23-22. With the score 24-24 after a Bill 
Cole hoop for Wakefield and a foul shot by 
Donell Jones, Allard broke the ice with two 
charity tosses of his own to give Winchester a 
two-point 26-24 halftime lead. 

At the beginning of the third quarter, 
Wakefield immediately took charge, by 
scoring the first three baskets to take a 30-26 
lead. Najarian scored on a layup and Brown 
bagged two long jumpers to create that score. 
After a tipin by Jones cut the edge to two. 
Brown ripped off two more long bombs for a 
34-28 edge. 

The teams exchanged baskets until an 
Allard hoop from outside made it 42-38, 
Wakefield. The Warriors closed the period 
with a Brown foul shot and another long jump 
shot, this time by Healy, to grab a seven-point 
advantage, 45-38. The Warriors had the 
Sachems in a corner and this was one night 
they weren’t about to let them out. 

They increased their lead to 11, 51-40, on 
two free throws by Najarian and a tipin by 
Cole. When a couple of brief four-point spurts 
by the Sachems cut into that lead. Brown 
came back with a 26-footer and a big three- 
point play to relieve the pressure. 

After a jumper by Powers made it 56-50, 
the visitors clinched it. Cole drove in for a 
layup (58-50), Brown made one free throw T59- 
50). and then Mark Gonnella and Najarian 
made two apiece (63-50). With 1:30 left, Jones 
got hit with a technical foul after picking up 
his fifth personal, and Brown sewed things up 
by hitting the foul-shot to give Wakefield an 
impregnable, fourteen point, 64-50 edge. 

Sachem Charles Grannum connected on a 
foul line jumper at the buzzer to create the 
final 67-55 score as the Wakefield bench 
erupted with joy. They had come to try and 
knock off the giant-killers, and by George, 
they-did it. 

It was a fantastic effort by Coach Sonny 
Lane’s troops, and any team would have had 
trouble beating the Warriors that night.

4-3 season finale 

Sachems repeat performance, 
win thriller over Woburn

If there’d been 18 games with Woburn on 
(he schedule this year, the Sachems would 
have been the number one team in the state. 
That’s the conclusion one reaches after 
having seen the latest Winchester hockey 
victory, a 4-3 decision over the Tanners at the 
Universal Sports Arena, Saturday, in the last 
game of an otherwise dismal season. It was 
the Sachems’ second win of the year, the first 
having come against these very same Woburn 
pucksters back in January. 

In both cases it appeared as if the Sachems 
were in the upper echelon of the l^eague 
standings, rather than the cellar dwellers 
they actually are. In this one they jumped off 
(0 a quick 3-0 lead, in a fashion reminiscent of 
Burlington against Winchester two weeks 
ago, upped that to 4-0 in the second period and 
then held off a frantic Woburn comeback 
attempt in the final period to close the season 
in the sw-eetest manner possible. 

The Sachems played an excellent game in 
all facets against the Tanners. Cliff Falla was 
his usual brilliant self, including one un¬ 
believable stretch in the final minute when 
Woburn peppered him with seven brutal 
shots, all of which Falla turned back. At the 
lime the Sachems were playing with only 
three skaters, due to two final minute 
penalties, which brings up another highlight 
for the game. The penalty-killing team, which 
generally consisted of Chris Gill, Jack 
Mclnnis, Billy McLean, Kicky Blanch, or Ken 
Carlson was truly outstanding. 

Fourteen times during the hockey game 
this group had to work shorthanded. In the 
last minute and on at least one other occasion, 
they were two men down. But for all 14 of 
those Woburn powerplays. they scored only 
once. It was the key to the w-in. 

In addition to Falla and the penalty team, 
(he defenders hit everything and anything in 
sight, as they played perhaps their best game, 
as a group, of the season. On offense, the 
second line of Blanch. Captain Jon Pettee, 
and especially Rob Galante ("Best game he’s 
ever played’’ - assistant coach Kevin Chrusz) 
accounted for three of Winchester’s four 
goals, and Billy McLean scored the other. 

It w-as by far the Sachems best all-around 
game of the year, even better than the 
previous Woburn win. In that game Win¬ 
chester didn’t control things from start to 
finish as they did in this one. Even when the 
Tanners put on their final push, for the first 
lime all year the Sachems seemed confident 
of winning no matter what. 


Like any good hockey team, the Sachems 
took advantage of their breaks, and when the 
first one presented itself, in the form of a 
penalty to Dave Ottariano for cross-checking 
at 2:17 of the first period, they pounced on it. 

George Surabian dug the puck out to Gill at 
the right point. Gill slid it over to McLean, 
who wound up and let loose with a hard drive 
that sailed over Tanner goalie Richard 
Maloney’s left shoulder into the nets for a 1-0 
lead. A minute and a half later. Winchester 
made their own opportunities. 

With both teams at full strength, Blanch 
took a shot on net that Maloney couldn’t hold 
on to. Pettee took a whack at it. Maloney 
made that save also, but again couldn’t find 
the handle and Galante poked it home for a 2-0 
lead at 4:25. 

Less than a minute later the Sachems 
continued their barrage. Galante hit Mike Hill 
with a pass all alone in front of the net, and 
Mike lifted a backhander that struck the cross 
bar and fell over the line to make it 3-0. There 
was some question to w'hether the puck ac¬ 
tually went in or not, but both the goal judge 
and the referee agreed that it had. so for the 
first time all year Winchester had a com¬ 
fortable lead after the first period. 

At the start of the second stanza it was 
Galante again who gave the Sachems a four- 
goal pad. At 5:06, Blanch made a super effort 
by wresting a pass from Pettee away from 
two Woburn defenders behind the net and 
breaking by both of them to the front. There 
he drew the weak side Tanner defenseman 
over to him and put the puck right on the 
streaking Galante’s awaiting stick. Rob had 
the entire net to shoot at. and he scooped it 
into the far right hand corner for his second 
goal. , 

But like all good suspense stories, there s 
got to be something that stirs up a little 
trouble and clouds the outcome . With the 
Tanners a man short. Gerry Lohnes broke 
Ijetween two Sachem defenders at the blue 
line, faked Falla beautifully with the head and 
shoulders, and popped the disk into the lower 
right-hand corner to make it 4-1. That came at 
6:52. and seven minutes later, Woburn closed 
even closer. 

With George Surabian in the penalty box. 
the Tanners converted on their only power- 
play opportunity of the afternoon. Joe Alongi 
banged one in from 10 feet away in front at 
14:18 to make it 4-2. Paul Lohnes collected the 
assist. Moments later the period ended. 

Until Woburn scored its third goal, with

1:11 remaining, it was a game of penally 
killing by both sides and the superb net- 
minding of Falla. In the third period, the 
Tanners, pre.ssi.ng for the equalizers all the 
way, showered Cliff with 19 shots. 18 of which 
never found their predestined targets. 

Finally, at 13:49, Woburn broke through. 
Paul Lohnes drilled a slap shot past Falla’s 
slick side from the right point with a crowd of 
l>eoplc creating a screen in front to cut the 
gap to one. 4-3. Alongi received credit for the 
assist. After the ensuing face off. the Tanners 
pulled their new goalie. Brian McDonough 
and strode up ice with their six-man attack. 

With 46 seconds remaining, the puck was 
lied up in the Winchester end. After the 
faceoff. Gill was caught high-sticking, a 
major penally, meaning that Winchester 
would have to play shorthanded for the 
remainder of the game, no mailer if Woburn 
.scored or not. 

The Tanners really bombarded Falla after 
this and with 13 seconds left he made one of 
the biggest saves of his career. But the 
referee also detected Mclx'an apparently 
trying to delay the game at the same lime, 
and now Winchester would be two men down. 

Mark McGoldrick. Mclnnis, and Pettee 
were the Sachems on the ice for that final 
countdown, in the most thrilling ending of the 
year. After stopping a shot from point blank 
range, Falla couldn’t control the puck and it 
rolled unattended towards the left side of the 
net. It lay there and with 2 seconds to go a 
Woburn player shot it towards the vacant 
goal. But somehow the puck never went in, 
whether Falla managed to gel a piece of it. or 
the Tanner’s shot was thrown off by a jarring 
check by Mclnnis isn’t known. Whatever 


happened, we’ll lake it. as the Sachems did, 
exploding in joy at the final horn. 

In contrast, the emotionally drained 
Woburn players cracked their sticks in 
frustration, while the Winchester pucksters 
mobbed Falla.

Hoop§ters yield second to 
Lexington in 70-63 contest 


Last Friday night, in I.«xington, the 
Sachem basketball team lost the distinction of 
being second-best going on first-best. That 
honor now shifts hands to the Minutemen, 
who pulled out a courageous 70-63 win in a 
showdown for second place in the Middlesex 
League. 

Mark Dawson led Lexington with 20 points, 
scoring ten in the two key quarters, the 
second and the last. During the second stanza, 
the Minutemen outscored the Sachems 17-10 
to account for the margin of victory. In the 
final quarter, the Minutemen saw a once big 
lead evaporate into thin air as the Sachems 
came all the way from ten points down in the 
third, to a 56-54 lead. But a game-ending 
spurt, led by Dawson, changed things back lo 
their previous norm, and Lexington wound up 
oulscoring their guests, 24-22. 

Winchester was paced by center Bob 
McCabe and Donell Jones, with 14 points 
apiece. But foul trouble plagued the two 
Sachem guards, Tim Powers and Donny 
Allard, and the I^xington backcourtmen, 
Dawson and Tom Sullivan, were able to 
capitalize on this in the pivotal fourth quarter. 

The game started out as any classic should 
- extremely close. The lead changed hands 
four times in the first period alone before a 
jumper by Powers gave Winchester a 16-14 
lead at the end. A free throw by Jones, and a 
layup by Glenn Mills (10 points) increased 
that margin to five. 19-14, before Lexington 
regained the lead with six straight points. 

The lead see-sawed back and forth, until, 
with the score 24-23 in favor of Lexington, the 
Minutemen made their first real break. 
Sullivan canned a 15-footer (26-23), Gordie 
Stevens hit a free throw (27-23), and finally, 
Dawson swished a medium-range jumper to 
give his club a six point, 29-23, lead. 

After a four shot by Powers, and a fast- 
break hoop by Allard. Dawson closed the half 
with another successful jump shot, to make it 
31-26. At the start of the third quarter it ap¬ 
peared as if the Minutemen were going to run 
away and hide on the Sachems. 

Allard began the frame with a jumper, to 
cut the lead to three. The next time Win¬ 
chester would score would be when they were 
12 points down. 

Brad Schultz, who played a spectacular 
game for Lexington tapped one in for the first 
two of the Minulemen’s nine straight points. 
Sullivan connected on two free throws, and 
Mark Nesline one for a 36-28 score. Then, 
Schultz tipped in another Lexington miss and 
Sullivan came right back for two more free 
throws, and suddenly the locals found 
themselves on the short end of a 40-28 game. 

After a trade of hoops, the Sachems put 
their cards on the table and dug in for the 
fight of their lives. After a jumper by Schultz 
made it 44-33, Winchester scored the next 
eight straight points lo get right back into the 
picture. 

Glenn Mills came up with a tapin of his 
own to start the string. Next, with Powers on 
the bench with four fouls, his replacement 
R.J. Brosnan connected on a layup after a 
pass from Allard to make it 44-37. Donny 
followed that with a long jump shot, and when 
McCabe canned a short turnaround, cutting 
the lead to 44-41, Winchester’s large 


delegation of fans edged closer to the front of 
their seats in nervous anticipation. 

But a pair of free throws by Sullivan took 
the steam out of that Winchester drive, as it 
gave his team a 46-41 edge going into the final 
eight minutes. They were eight of the best- 
played minutes this season. 

The two teams traded baskets. Lexington 
never getting ahead by more than three 
points, until finally the Sachems drove ahead. 
John Waite connected on a pass from Allard 
lo make it 50-49, Lexington. Then McCabe 
skied over the rest of the players to tipin a 
missed shot as Winchester took the lead for 
the first lime since the Second quarter. 

A short jumper by Jones gave them a 53-50 
edge, before the Minutemen regained the lead 
with four straight points. Dawson banged in a 
20-fooler, and Sullivan came back with a 
hangin jumper in the lane to put Lexington 
back to command. 54-53. The Sachems then 
took their final lead of the night before the 
hosts finally pulled it out of the fire. 

McCabe swished two pressure free throws, 
and Mills hit one making it 56-54, Winchester. 
A jumper by Nesline lied it up, and then 
Dawson (who else?) put Lexington ahead, 58- 
56. on a 14-fooler. Allard retaliated with a 
clutch shot from the lane to tie it, but that was 
Winchester’s last gasp. 

Schultz (16 pts.) made a big four line jump 
shot, and Stevens bagged a pair of free throws 
to make it 62-.58. Schultz also hit a couple of 
charity tosses as l^xington opened up a six- 
{xiint spread. A foul shot by Mills interrupted 
the surge, but four straight free throws by 
Minutemen erased all doubt from the contest. 
Dawson sunk two, and backcourt partner 
Sullivan did likewise, and Lexington had 
come up with its biggest win of the year. 

So. coupled with Burlington’s win last 
Friday, Winchester’s loss mathematically 
eliminates them from capturing first place, 
as well as knocking them out of second. In a 
season mostly of peaks, last week was the 
only valley.

shoes. Brad grabbed a hot potatoe under the 
McCall basket and hit a short, .5-foot, jump 
shot to tie it up, 22-22.
